PLAYGROUNDS.

But the 
number of incomes up to three 
or four hundred taels a month 
goes on increasing, and their 
owners, looking to Shanghai 18 
the permanent abode of them- 
selves and their children, tarn 
ever westwards. Already. Hong- 
‘kew as denoting a place of cheap’ 
residence begins to lose its form- 
er meaning, and before many 
years are past large parts of it 
will wholly have lost their re- 
sidential aspect. What provis- 
ion will these people, who are, 
after all, the backbone of the 
community, make for themselves 
and their descendants? Will they 
be content with endless terrace: 
houses and tiny front plots, but 
beyond that no better play- 
ground for their children than 
the London guttersnipe enjoys? 
Or will they insist on a wide 
spread series of open gardens, 
not individually large, yet a 
untold value in the aggregate, 
lungs for the city and healthy 
playgrounds for its children? 

It is impossible to insist too 
strongly on the sanitary import- 
ance of the call for children's 
playgrounds. “Only within recent! 
‘years have municipalities at home 
begun to realize the vital need 
to the health of the community 
of abundant parkland, and hun- 
dreds of thousands are being 
spent to secure now what might 
once have been had for hun- 
dreds. Yet the price is readily 
paid. To-day in Shanghai we 
have still a fair opportunity, and 
infinitely greater need o” saving 
some open spaces. However 
carefully market and kitchen may 
be supervised, there remain dan- 





“| gers of infection in our streets, 


unknown in western cities and 
which we can never overcome, 
and no sum ought to be consider- 
ed extravagant which helps to 
restrain. children from those 
streets as their chief playground. 
Apart from“the danger to health, 
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there is the moral danger. The 
conversation of lower class Chin- 
ese is very far from what child- 
ren ought to pick up, as_ they 
as} readily will : and although it may 
be said that no great harm is 
done, thet s child will be put 
under other influences before it 
is old enough to realize what it 
repeats parrot-wise, the risk of a 
low view of life being inculeated 
by this pavement chatter is none 
so small that it can be ignored. 
We trust that before next Rate- 
payers’ Meeting » definite scheme 
will have been framed to satisfy 
a very urgent need while there 
is yet time.

RECRUITING IN 
SHANGHAI. 

It i satisfactory to note thas 
the strength of the Shanghai Vo- 
lunteer Corps is greater to-day 
than it has ever been before. The 
total number of men on the active 
list is 886, which does not inclutle 
the Italian Company at present 
being: formed and numbering forty 
seven. The Reserves total 385.

THE WHITE PAPER ON 
TURKEY. 

The white Papzr on Turkey, a 
summary of which we reproduce 
this morning, records as discredi- 
table a story as it is possible to 
imagine. Befors its issue, one 
could, and many people did, enter- 
tain the belief that Turkey had 
entered in the war partly because 
fighting appeals to her people, 
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partly became she still felt the 
humiliaition of the Balkan débacle, 
partly out of genuine loyalty to Ger- 
many and fear of attack by Russia. 
‘A perusal of the Paper destroys 
this belief and substitutes the con- 
viction that she entered the lists 
from the lowest of motives amongst 
which even the instincts of self 
preservation found no place. She 
had ample assurances from Sir 
Edward Grey that if she remained 
neutral Great Britain, France and 
Russia would guarantee her terri- 
torial integrity, and she received, in 
addition, the most considerate re- 
ply to her demand for an abolition 
of the Capitulations. Both, how- 
ever, were outweighed by the 
private interests of individual 
politicians “‘squared” by German 
bribes, 


COMMANDERS OF 


SUBMARINES. 


The successful attack of the 
British submarine B. 11 on the 
Turkish battleship Messoudieh in 
the Dardanelles once more emphas- 
izes the importance of the human 
factor in submarine work. Lieut- 
Commander L. 8. Holbrook is a 
young Officer who had previously 
won distinction in the service, and 
his experience as a gunnery officer 
stood him in good stead in firing 
from a submarine in hostile w: 
There can be no question that suc- 
cessful submarine officers are a 
great acquisition to any navy, but 
it is uncertain whether the essential 
qualities are altogether inherent or 
can be acquired by experience. 
German newspapers asserted that 
Lieut.-Commander Weddigen, the 
commander of submarine U.9, was 
responsible for the sinking of the 
Aboukir, Hogue and Cressy on 
September 22 and also the Hawke 
on October 16.

BERLIN’S DISCLAIMERS. 


Apropos of the general untrust- 
worthiness of German reports, it 
may have been noticed that the 
messages attributed to German 
Headquarters have lately begun to 
contradict French and Russian of- 
fical reports, Two such contrdic- 
tions appeared yesterday, one of the 
capture of guns and prisoners by 
Russians south-east of Cracow; the 
other, of the destruction of three 
German batteries in France. Now 
these official French reports are 
not only given out to the world. 
They are also daily distributed 
among the troops in tho trenches. 
Consequently, if they were untrue, 
they would instantly be detected as 
such by the troops themselves, 
among whom the thought that the 
Government was publishing false 
reports would have the worst pos- 
sible effect. Similarly, the Rus- 
sians fight not only for themselves| 
but for their Allies; and for the 
Russian generals to give out false 
reports of successes would risk 
marring the whole plan of action 
on both fronts. Berlin’s disclaim- 
ers can, therefore, be regarded 
philosophically. If they mean any- 
thing more than the usual daily ex- 
ercise of the inventive faculty— 
which is probably getting rather

‘The paragraphs which we repro- 
duce this morning from the Chin- 
ese Press in connexion with atro- 
cities in Shantung give the coup 
de grice to the anti-Japanese 
stories circulated in Shanghai at 
the commencement of the opers- 
tions against Tsingtao. Similar 
incidents of robbery and violence 
took place during the last few 
weeks of the siege in the neigh- 
bourhood of Changtsun, They were 
traced to Chinese, and now comes 
this fresh evidence showing to whom 
the worst sufferings of the people in 
Shantung were due. They were 
inflicted by their own kith and kin, 
ready as ever to make o living in 
illegitimate ways. It was a gol- 
den opportunity for these so call- 
ed pirates to make a big haul and 
to escape punishment by disguising 
themselves as soldiers while 
trusting that their depradations 





would be ascribed to the Japan- 
ese.  Anti-Japanese foreigners 
readily fell into the trap and

“There have been artillery duels 
on the heights of the Meuse in 
which we had a marked advantage, 
despite the renewed activity of the 
enemy’s batteries, We have 
captured some more trenches in the 
region of Bois le Prétre. There is 
nothing to report on the rest of the 
front.”

taking three guns. On the sth, two 
Indian regiments, with two moun- 
tain guns, crossed the Tigris, by 
means of a fiyng bridge of dhows, 
to the northward of Kurna, which 
they occupied this morning. 
The late Governor of Basra, who 
in command of the Turkish forces 
in the Provinces of Basra, is sur- 
rendering unconditionally with his 
troops.

The 
‘object of the conference is to dis- 
cuss measures to prevent or even- 
tually suppress internal disturb- 
ances in the Yangtze valley or in 
other provinces. All provinces with 
the exception of Shensi, Kansu, 
Sinkiang, Yunnan and Kueichow 
will be represented by special mili- 
tary delegates. General Tuan Chi- 
kuei will stay in Peking fill the| 
‘end of the conference, Vice-General 
Wang Tsang-yuan being acting 
commander at Hupeh. The visit 
of Admiral Liu Kuan-hsiung, Minis- 
ter of the Navy, to the Yangtze 
valley is also com with mea- 
sures of national defence. 

‘The Tokio “ Asahi” understands 
that the Russo-Mongolian railway 
agreement provides for the con- 
struction of a railway from Verchne 
Udinsk via Kiachta to Urga 
where the line will finally be con- 
nected with the Peking-Kalgan 
railway.

The enemy has completely 
evacuated the west bank of the 
Yser Canal northward of the Ferry- 
man’s House; we have occupied 
that bank. 

There have been artillery com-

Our heavy artillery in the region 
of the Aisne silenced the German 
field-guns and completely destroyed 
a howitzer battery.

Our troops in their turn 
then assumed the offensive and 
pursued the enemy’s columns which 
retreated in disorder. During the 
nights of the 9th and 10th and on 
the whole of the following day the 
enemy continued their furious at- 
tacks in the region northward of 
Lowicz, but were repulsed with 
enormous losses. 

At this period our valiant troops 
repulsed in all seven attacks.

During our successful advance on 
the 10th, in the region southward of 
Cracow, we captured several Ger- 
man guns, some maxims, and 2,000 
prisoners, in spite of the enemy’s 
stubborn ‘resistance.

EXAGGERATED GERMAN 
REPORTS. 
Petrograd vid Peking, Dec. 6. 

During the last few days the 
whole foreign press has been in- 
undated with reports emanating 
from German sourozs regarding the 
number of Russian prisoners, guns 
and maxims alleged to have been 
captured by the Germans during 
the battles fought in November 
and December. 











Obviously, our armies having 
been in continual action from 
November 14, we cannot-give the 
exact figures regarding our killed, 
wounded and missing by  sp2cially 
classifying those no longer in the 
ranks. This consideration makes it 
difficult to supply an official denial 
to the German reports, particularly 
as the Russian General Staff has, 
lately, avoided quoting data unless 





it has been carefully verified. Our 
enemies take advantage of this 
fact in the unfairest manner and 


circulate absurd rumours regarding 

our losses, the numbers of which 

their reports increase daily. 
JUGGLING WITH FIGURES. 
The following reveal how the 


Germans juggle with figures. In 
their official despatches they de- 
clare that they have not lost a 


single gun whereas, in the region 
of Bruzeziny alone, we captured 
twenty-thres guns and quantities of 
war materials. 

They mention nowhere their 
losses in prisoners, but through 
ons of our recording offices, where 
official registers are kept, over ten 
thousand prisoners have passed. 

The Germans make no mention of 
the transports they burnt during 
retreat, nor of the guns and 
carts, abandoned in the — foresta, 
which we are gradually finding.

BRITISH TRADE RETURNS 
FOR NOVEMBER. 


THE PRIOE OF WHEAT IN 
ENGLAND. 


London, vid Peking, Dec. 10. 

The Board of Trade announces 
that the recorded value of exports 
of British produce in November 
amounted to £24,000,000, excluding 
the very large value of the commo- 
dities exported to France for the 
use of the army. The value of im- 
ports in November amounted to 
£56,000,000, being an increase of 
£4,400,000 over October. 

7,000,000 cwt. of wheat was im- 
ported into the United Kingdom at 
an average price of 42/10d. per 
imperial quarter. In Austria the 


«price of wheat was nearly double, 


being 76/9d. per quarter in 
Vienna, while in November maxi- 
mum prices were being fixed. Cocos 
in Hamburg at the end of Novem- 
ber was 142s. and 145s. wt. for 
two standard descriptions as com- 
pared with 58s. and 65s. for the 
same description in London.

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THE STRUGGLE IN 


POLAND. 


Dee. 12. 


The latest Russian survey of 
operations in Poland during the 
latter portion of November and 
Mr. Francis McCullagh’s letter’ 
published to-day enable us not 
only to get s concise view of the 
struggle in the eastern theatre 
back to the beginning of Octo- 
ber, but also to make a guess at 
what is now being attempted ou 
both sides. And at the outset 
let one point in fairness be re- 
marked. In his admiration for 
German mobility, which indeed 
no one would underestimate, Mr. 
McCullagh appears to be very 
much less than fair to the Rus- 
sian armies. Doubtless General 
Sheidemann committed a grave 
error—for which he bas been 
duly punished—in not knowing 
that the Germans were within 
eight miles of Warsaw on Octo- 
ber 1]. But what of the bravery 
with which the Siberian army 


corps withstood the assault of 
superior German troops and 
vastly superior artillery for 


“four-and-forty dreadful hours?” 
Naturally Warsaw was in a 
panic and the streets full of 
wounded and dispirited soldiers. 
There remained enough men and 
enough spirit in them to hold 
the city’s approaches till help 
came. Moreover, while the Ger- 
mans were undoubtedly swift, 
were the Russians quite s0 slow 
as Mr. McCullagh makes out? 
‘The battle of Warsaw began on 
the 11th. By the 13th as Mr. 
McCullagh shows, and as  form- 
er Russian communiqué told us, 
the Russians bad got forces 
round by west and south, through 
Novo Georgievsk and Gura Kal- 
waria—after a march of eight 
days under the most desperate 
conditions of flooded valleys and 
rivers overflowed—and the Ger- 
mans were takén on three sides. 
As Mr. McCullagh says ‘‘the 
Russians were in a superiority of 
four to one.”” He does not say 
how they achieved this, although 
he emphasizes that the German 
line of attack was a complete 
surprise which necessitated en- 
tirely new dispositions by the 
Russians. If the conflict in Po- 
land excites wonder at the Ger- 
man dash and audacity, it sure- 
ly enhances very greatly the 
credit due to the Russians for 
their ability to grasp a new sit- 
uation and their tenacity in cop- 
ing with it. 









‘To make the series of opera- 
tions intelligible let us imagine 
the field of them as a very rough 
parallelogram, top and right 
sides enclosed by the Vistula; 
bottom and left by Galicia, and 
Silesia and Posen; with Warsaw 
at the right-hand top corner; 
Cracow at the left-hand bottom 
corner; Kalisch about the middle 
of the left side; Czenstochovo 
midway between Kalisch and 
Cracow; and Thorn at the left- 
hand top corner. At the begin- 
ning of October, as a Petrograd 
communiqué has described, the 
Russian dispositions were ready 
for the advance through Galicia 
against Silesia, and presumably, 
also, down the Vistula towards: 
Thorn. Then, as Mr. McCullagh 
describes, came that surprising’ 
advance against Warsaw dia- 
gonally from the lower left side 
of the parallelogram: and we 
know how that was met and 
crushed. Thereupon Von Mor- 
gen fled back the way he had 
come, so successfully destroying! 
Il roads that the Russian pur- 
suit was grievously hindered. 
Once inside the German frontier, 
the German general began to 
transport his troops northwards 
towards Thorn, and in the middle 
of November was ready for a 
fresh diagonal attack, from the 
left-hand top corner of the 
parallelogram down to the right- 
hand bottom corner thus threaten- 
ing the rear of the Russian 
forces which were working along 
the old line towards Kalisch, 
with a long wing stretching out 
northwards to the Vistula. 
Actually the Germans managed 
to break. through into the region 
eastwards of Lodz. But they 
had reckoned without the Rus- 
sian reserves still further to the 
rear and with the strength of 
the Russians at Lowicz and at 
Petrokovo. It is impossible to 
convey an exact idea of the posi- 
tion without a map, but the 
practical effect was that again 
the Germans were hemmed in 
on three sides. When the 
“Morning Post’ correspondent 
telegraphed from Petrograd com- 
paring their position to that at 
Paardeberg, there is little doubt 
that he was only anticipating 
what the Grand Duke Nicholas 
hoped for, and what might have 
happened if the Russian forces 
from Lowiez had been able lo 
get round westwards and south- 
wards across the German line of 
retreat. General Rennenkampf; 
says this writer, was cashiered 
for being two days late. That 








seems likely to be true. 
Germans ran the: gauntlet of 
Russian fire on both sides, but 
had still an opening to get back 
to their entrenchments in the 
regions of Strykow, Lodz and 
Zdunskavola, roughly in the 
middie of the parallelogram, 
where they still are. 

The secret of German strategy 
lay in the wonderful railway 
system existing within the Ger- 
man frontier. If the first dia- 
gonal attack failed—the merit of 
which lay in its unexpectedness— 
it would be possible to hurry 
back to the frontier, entrain for 
the north and deliver another 
diagonal attack. The existence 
of these railways explains the 
message sent a day or two ago 
that the Russians did not desire 
at present to push the Germans 
over their frontier but to keep 
them in Poland and if possible 
destroy them there. Once over 
the frontier and with the Rus- 
sians close upon them the Ger- 
mans must derive immense ad- 
vantage from their railways 
which would enable them to con- 
centrate at any point with o 
swiftness that Russia could not 
hope to match. Believing then, 
as we may, that the Russians

are in no hurry to push the 
Germans into Germany, the 
evacuation of Lodz falls’ into 


place as a perfectly sound move, 
as might have been gathered 
from the readiness with which it 
was announced. Lodz formed a 
salient, » kind of promontory 
from the Russian front, against 
each side of which the enemy 
might beat. Therefore the Rus- 
sians withdrew and made their 
front uniform. They may even 
withdraw further, atill keeping 
that front ¢0 strong thet the 
Germans cannot break it, for it 
is everything to them to keep 
the enemy in Poland where he 
cannot move with the  celerity 
given him by his beloved  rail- 
ways, while artillery work, and 
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the superiority of the Russian 
foot-soldier, especially with the 
hhayonet, eats out his strength. 
‘Against this we see the Germans 
now striving to effect a double 
flanking movement from Mlawa 
and Ziechanowa north of War- 
saw, and from Petrokovo south 


of Lodz. But with these the 
Russians appear well able to 
cope. 





A GERMAN THREAT 
TO CHINA. 
Dee. 14. 

Germany came late into the 
arena of Chinese action. The 
length of her official connexion as 
an empire with things Chinese is 
but about a fourth of that of 
Great Brita’ Her first treaty 
dates from 1861, thongh it was 
not ratified till 1863, more than 
twenty years after the date of the 
first British treaty. Previous to 
that her representatives in China 
had been merchants pure and 
simple, who had no more ided of 
a seizure of Kiaochou than they 
had of invading the moon, and 
who were quite content with such 
Consular representation as British 
merchants could, and for many 
years did, give them. But when 
Tmperial Germany arrived, and 
when she had settled down into 
her stride, men discovered that 
she was ina hurry. The mea- 
sure of her brusqueness was but 
the measure of her haste. She 
wished to achieve in days what 
other nations had done in de- 
cades. Longing for a ‘place in 
the sun, he discovered that, 
during a great part of the year, 
China is particularly sunny. She 
looked for lucrative trade: where 
were trade prospects so promis- 
ing? Her few Hanseatic _ re- 
presentatives of earlier times 
were soon reinforced by many 
others. A suppldmentary treaty 
was made in 1880, but in the 
meanwhile Raron Richthofen had 
spent many months in his still 
celebrated survey of several of the 
provinces of China. In view of 
our present knowledge, it is not a 
little interesting to remember that 
in the early sixties he had fixed 
on Kisochou Bay as the one spot 
fitted for a first German foothold 
on_ Chinese soil. 

But it was not till after the war 
of 1894-5 that German activity 
in China became marked. The 
interference with Japan's reten- 
tion of Port Arthur was its real 
introduction, and the last result 
of that interference we have 
recently seen. Its first effect 

















was, however, to awaken Rich- 
thofen’s long-slumbering aspire 
‘tion. A fortunate massacre pro- 
vided the excuse. Kisochou was 
taken. Only two years before 
Germany had based her opposi- 
tion to Japan on a declaration 
that the establishment of a 
foreign Power on China's sacred 
soil could not be tolerated! So 
early had the Imperial Govern- 
ment shown its slight regard for 
its own pledged word. It waa 
this action more than any other 
that brought about the Boxer 
rising. When in their march 
eastward, Tung Fu-hsiang's men 
were asked where they were go- 
ing, they replied, “To turn the 
Germans out of Kiaochou!"’ The 
crushing burden of the Boxer debt 
which China now staggers under 
is thus distinctly traceable to the 
precipitate action of 1898. Since 
then German intrigue has been 
responsible for not a little of the 
additional financial load which 
the new Chinese Government has 
to bear. Before the revolution, 
and when England and France, 
knowing the rampant corruption 
in Manchu circles, were deter- 
mined on an honest supervision 
of loan expenditure, the German 
representative attained high 
ficial favour in Peking by de 
ing that he desired no such 
quisitorial procedure, and there is 
ample reason to believe that 
similar complaisance has main- 
tained to the present time some 
of the hold then acquired. 
German policy in the broader 
political sphere in China has been 
essentially opportunist within 
certain well-defined lines. Prince 
Biilow has told us that Germany 
would not herself initiate a dis- 
ruption of China, but when that 
‘wd been began, he said, the 
German motto would be ‘‘the 
devil take the hindmost!"" Ger- 
many, therefore, has entered into 
various engagements with China, 
and with other Powers respecting 
her, in one of which, the Yang- 
tze Agreement. England has 
had two opportunities of measur- 
ing the »mount of trust there is 
to he nlaced in the nledges of 
Germany : first when she declared 
that Manchuria was not included 
under the term ‘China,’ and 
next, when in 1902, on the 
evacuation of Shanghai, she tried 
her utmost to strike a blow at 
British interests. These how- 
ever were aside from the central 
point of German development. 
That was Tsingtao and the pro- 
vince within which that port is 
placed. We are indebted to a 
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very recent German apologist for 
a definite statement regarding the 
intention of Germany in fortify. 
ing her new acquisition. “The 
character of the fortifications, 
says the writer, ‘‘as demonstrated 
the recent siege, proves that 
it was never intended to estab- 
lish a fortress against Euro) 

enemies of Germany, or their 
bellicose allies.

finite enough for China to jndge, 
without much difficulty, against 
whom the fortifications were 
intended. Moreover, the trath 
of the statement is affirmed by 
the evident bias in the mind of 
the German Emperor against 
the yellow race.

petus to the ‘Yellow Peril”

Tt was to the troops 
leaving for China in the Boxer 
year that the “no quarter” 
oration was directed. Not for a 
thousand years was any Chinese 
to dare ‘“‘to look askance at 
a German” after the lesson had 
been taught. Last, but equally 
characteristic, was the bombastic 
demand that Prince Chun should 
three times kowtow before the 
Potsdam throne with its War 
Lord sitting on it. Prince Chun 
steadfastly refused, and the world 
laughed consumedly. That, how- 
ever, was a venial offence com- 
pared with the crime China bas 
been guilty, of now—the crime 














of watching the capture of 
Temgtao without sthiking & 
blow to save it.

THE WESTERN 
THEATRE OF WAR. 
Dee. 15. 


Taree months have passed 
since the Battle of the Aisne be- 
gan and impatient anxiety on the 
Part of onlookers of the allied 
nations has given place to quiet 
confidence. Not one but many 
battles have been fought along 
the front of 300 miles which was 
formed by the opposing armies 
following the German retreat 
from the Marne, but the Germans 
have repeatedly failed to pene- 
‘trate the allied line or turn either 
flank. On the contrary they 
now find themselves _ serious- 
ly threatened on the left 
wing while their position on 
the right is well-night des- 
perate. Notwithstanding the 
large masses of troops available, 
the German attempt to reach the 
north-west coast of France was 
frustrated, and the Germans were 
thrown back after what has been 
described as the bloodiest battle 
in history. For three weeks 
500,000 German infantry, artil- 
lery and engineers and four divi- 
sions of cavalry, tried to pierce 
the allied line in the region 
the La Bassée Canal, an! when 
they fell back the fields and swell- 
ing seaside dunes were littered 
with dead. Not even the German 
Emperor's visit to Courtrai and 
‘Thielt could make his troops per- 
form the impossible; the Ger- 
mans fought stubbornly but were 
repulsed by a superior enemy who 
exacted a heavy toll for the reck- 
less disregard of life which was 
shown. On November 11 
Prussian Guard was shattered on 
the British lines in Flanders and 
since that time the Germans have 
not made any concerted forward 
movement although they have

After a hot en- 
counter in which three batteri 
lof large calibre guns were dam- 
aged by the Allies, the Germans 
were driven out of s part of the 
village and some trenches were 
taken. For two months Ver- 
imelles had been the scene of a 
most determined struggle and its 
capture is important inasmuch as 
it threatens the German  com- 
munications along the main road 
from Lens to La Bassée. Im- 
mediately after this reverse the 
Germans delivered an artillery 
attack on the allied positions a 
little farther to the west of Lens, 
jbut the Allies were able to e 
lish themselves in the position 
they had taken, and on December!

Meanwhile the 
French have been active on the 
right wing, where the importance 
of the operations is out of all pro- 
portion to the amount of _infor- 
mation given out, and established 
themselves in strong positions in 
Alsace, on the Moselle and in the 
Vosges, where the Germans have 
been driven from the heights 
commanding the frontier. In the 
region of Reims the enemy have 
been compelled to evacuate tren- 
ches, and all the German counter- 
attacks in the Argonne have been 
repulsed, while along the line of 
the Meuse the French have ob- 
tained a marked advantage in the 
artillery duels. It will be seen 
from the foregoing that, with the 
Russians pressing the Germans 
in the eastern theatre of 
war considerable developments 
in the situation may take 
place at any moment, al- 
though the operations are of such 
magnitude that a further exercise 
of patience may be compelled by 
strategic considerations. At all 
events there is no reasonable 
ground for apprehending a gen- 
eral success of the enemy in the 
western theatre of war. 


THE COUNCIL 
AND OPIUM. 
Dec. 16. 


It is u matter for sincere regret 
that the opium question, at least 
as regards the situation in Shang- 
hai, should not have been ap- 
proached from a more reasonable 
standpoint and that considerations 
of justice, equity and the business 
standing of Shanghai as a whole 
should have been brushed aaide as 
matters of no importance. That 
the trade in opium in the Settle- 
ment and the licensing of opium 
shops must be stopped, is agreed 
(Groth hy the Council and the 
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anti-opium party. The point of 
difference thus narrows itself to 
one of the time to be allowed for 
complete suppression of the traffic. 
‘That the quantity consumed in 
the Settlement is decreasing 
is evident from the fact 
that while the consumption in 
1912 with 897 shops was 7,611 
chests, that in 1914—up to No- 
vember 30—with 609 shops was 
only 3,721 chests. ‘The consump- 
tion figures have been showing 
gradual reduction month by 
month during the past year and 
ahalf. The increased number of 
licences, in spite of the Council's 
quadrupling the licence fee, is 
doubtless attributable to the num- 
bers of Chinese who are enxious 
to make money out of imported 
opium—always the rich man’s 
luxury be it remembered—before 
the available amount is exhaust- 
ed. Such increase has meant 
more revenue for the Council, al- 
though that was not its intention 
the fees, but it has not 
meant any increase in the quan- 
tity consumed, indeed the very 
reverse. The course proposed 
by the Council will still further 
restrict consumption, and thus by 
1917 a complete stoppage of the 
opium traffic in the Settlement, 
could be brought about without 
unnecessary dislocation in trade. 

‘The attacks made on the Coun- 
cil in respect of its opium policy 
have ignored one important point. 
The chairman has shown in his 
letter of December 7 that the re- 
solution of 1908 referred to divans 
or ‘‘saloons,” where opium was 
sold for public consumption on 
the premises. But whether the 
Council can stop the _ licencing 
of shops selling opium for private 
smoking—not to speak of the 
lfect such a stop, if possible, 
would have on the life and trade 
of the community—is a very dif- 
ferent matter. In an article pub- 
lished yesterday, we showed how 
the trade in opium is in accord 
with treaty rights of British sub- 
jects and no one needs to be re- 
minded how the Chinese Govern- 
ment has consistently violated 
these treaties by all sorts of un- 
lawful acts. What, now, would 
be the plain meaning of stopping 
all licences for the sale of opium? 
It would mean that the Council 
tacitly admitted that treaty rights 
are of no value in the Settlement, 
which is under foreign control. 
(he possible and probable con- 
sequences of such an admission 
in the future are unthinkable. 
What advantage might not the 
Chinese take of such a prece- 
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dent? To-day, it is opium that 
lies under the ban of Chinese 
officisldom ; to-morrow, it may be 
piece goods, or some other article 
of manufacture. The course 
which the anti-opiumists are urg- 
ing the Council to follow is direct- 
ly antagonistic to the future 
security of all foreigners, with 
treaty rights, in China. More- 
over, there are great difficulties in 
the way of the Council's taking 
the action suggested. It bas no 
right to stop the trade without 
the consent of the Diplomatic 
Body in Peking; and such con- 
sent is not obtained in a day. 
More important to remember, the 
Council lays itself open to be 
mulcted in heavy damages, if the 
judicial authorities consider that 
the rights of the traders, foreign 
and Chinese, have been violated. 
Why all this trouble, when it is 
patent that the trade will die of 
itself in about two years, and 
vie itis clear that the trade 
could not be suppressed so lon; 

ae the stocks have paid duty and 
remain in Shanghai? 

Even admitting however, for 
the sake of argument, that the 
licences could be stopped at once, 
for the joy of despoiling the abus- 
ed opium merchant, we have to 
consider what effect such stoppage 
would have upon the whole 
business life of the community— 
not to speak of its effects on the 
trade of China. It is an econo- 
mic truism that no one trade can 
prosper or suffer without affecting 
others. The holder of opium is 
at the same time a buyer of 
piece goods; when his opium is 
made valueless he is not able to 
buy piece goods. The merchant: 
or depositor has his money in the 
bank, which pays interest to him 
out of the profits it derives from 
the lonns on the security of 
opium ; if such security loses all 
value, the depositor or merchant 
suffers equally with the banks or 
the owner of opium. Any ill- 
judged action taken with regard 
to opium, means a very wide, if 
not complete dislocation of the 
business life of Shanghai and the 
ruin of thousands of people who 
we had nothing to do with 
opium, involving, in all likelihood 
@ catastrophe, the like of which 
has never been known in China 
trade. For years, Shanghai has 
suffered from depression owing 
to the rubber boom, the revolu- 
tion, the rebellion and, now, to 
the European war. Is it just or 
reasonable to superimpose yet an- 
other catastrophe, when business 
begins to show some slight signs 
of recovery, by closing a trade 
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which can claim the full 

tion of treaty rights, and for 
which the vast majority. of resi- 
dents, Chinese and foreign alike, 
have no responsibility whatever?

But 
these were the words of Mo- 
hammed himself, written under 
the influence of a high religious 
excitement before time had 
brought about these divisions to 
which all religions seem fated. 
In these days it would be as dif- 
ficult, perhaps more difficult, to 
unite all Islam than it would be 
to combine all Christendom. For 
there are now several sects and 
divisions in the Mohammedan 
world, of which the Sonnites, 
Sunnites, or Sunnis, and the 
Shiites are the two most notable. 
The first named are by far the 





more numerous and the more 
important. 
It is the Shiite Sheikh, or 





Chief, named Kiazim who is now 
said to have begun the preaching 
of @ Holy War. ‘There is as 
much love lost between them and 
the more powerful Sunnis as 
there was between the Cutholic 
and Protestant divisions of Chris- 
tendom in the sixteenth century, 
and the two are no more likely 
to unite for any common purpose 
than were Pope Sixtus V. and 
Queen Elizabeth of England in 
the year of the Spanish Armada. 
If writers who talk so easily of 
Holy Wars would be good en- 
ough to turn , their books of re- 
ference they would in all prob- 
ability meet with something like 
a shock. Volume after volume 
may be examined in which the 
index is absolutely silent as to 
Holy Wars, unless it be those 
wordy wars so admirably fought 
out by doughty warriors like 
Bunyan and Fuller. If by 
chance one does find the actual 
entry looked for, it will probably 
have the further addition, “See 
Crusades." As a matter of fact 
it is impossible to find any such 
widespread conflict in history as 
the term is usually held to cover. 
At various times there have been 
suggestions of such conflicts just 
as there are now, and, it would 
seem with just as little founda- 
tion. We can remember rumours 
of one Holy War against the 
French. There were threats of 
another against the Italians at as 
recent a date as 1911. But per- 
haps the one most threatening, 
and most believed in, was the 
war of the Mahdi against Great 
Britain and Egypt in the Soudin 
during the years 1881 to 1898. 
Tt was during all that long per- 
jod, when the Soudanese at one 
time were marching from triumph 
to triumph, that a Holy War of 
really respectable dimensions was 





at one time looked for. But even 
then the temptation failed in 
strength, or the more calculating 
religious mind of the nineteenth 
century questioned the reality of 
the divine command of him who 
claimed it. It was all very well 
for the fantastic imitator of the 
original Prophet of Islam to praise 
poverty, and show himself by 
day in jibba and patched shirt, 
but it was also known to his im- 
mediate surrounding that his 
nights were passed in silken 
robes on perfumed couches. An 
ascetic by day, he was a volup- 
tuary by night, and as such failed 





to convert any who had a glim-|1 


mering of the truth. 

Since his day no successor hai 
appeared with anything like his 
apparent chance of success, and 
the idea that the Sheikh of the 
Shiites, whose few followers are 
practically confined to a district 
of Persia, is going to raise the 
Moslem world is but another of 
the hallucinations which seem to 
be so plentiful in the Wilhelms- 
trasse. If numbers alone were 
against him, his task would be an 
impossible one. But when to 
adverse numbers he has to add 
sectarian hate, the hate of the 
orthodox for the heretical, it is 
plain that all danger from’ such a. 
source is so negligible as to be 
quite contemptible. We know 
already what was expected, or at 
any rate hoped, when Turkey 
was coerced into throwing in her 
lot with Germany and Austria. 
We know besides how those 
hopes have been dashed to the 
ground. India has not risen in her 
hundreds of millions to dethrone 
the British raj. On the contrary, 
her Moslem sons, grateful for the 
perfect freedom of their faith, 
and the evident respect shown for 
it by the Government of Ini 
have willingly expressed thei 
loyalty and sent of their best and 
bravest to fight for the right on 
the stricken fields of Belgium and 
France. The Sultan of Zanzibar, 
himself a Moslem, has written to 
like effect and so admonished his 
subjects. The Ameer of Af- 
ghanistan, whom the German 
press had sent to attack the 
plains of India in the earliest 
weeks of the war, has written a 
cordial message to the Governor- 
General of India expressive of. 
friendship and faith. Even 
Fgypt, from which so much was 
expected, remains restful and at 
peace. The bolt has been shot. 
Tt has missed its mark, and a 
Holy War is as far from develop- 
ing as it ever was.

‘The naval news contained in to- 
day’s telegrams indicates that at 
a very early date the British Ad- 
miralty will be able to announce 
that the ocean highways of the 
world are quite free of hostile 
ships. On October 23 the Ad- 
miralty stated that nine German 
cruisers were on the high seas and 
that seventy men-of-war of the 
Allies were searching for them.

Some critics of the 
Admiralty, from their comfortable 
arm-chairs, would have preferred 
to see the German cruiser-hunting 
carried out at an earlier date, but 
the Admiralty knows its business 
best and the convoying of troops 
from the Dominions and India and 
other important duties were con- 
sidered to be more pressing. For 
the future the removal of the 
hostile vessels means that British 
trade and commerce can be carried 
on without any fear of molestation 
while, if need be, practically the 
whole of the allied fleets may con- 
centrate in European waters.

ITALY AND TURKEY. 


Turkey's reply to the demand for 
an apology which Italy has address- 
ed to her will be awaited with oon- 
siderable interest. It is clear that 
forcible arrest of Mr. G, A. R. 
Richardson at the Italian Consulate’ 
in Hodeidah—a flourishing sea port 
‘on the east coast of the Red Sea— 
has aroused very great indignation.

HARBIN MUNICIPALITY. 


The agreement just arrived ut 
between the British and Russian 
Governments makes an important 
change in the administration of 
Chineso Eastern Railway settle 
ments. Hitherto, outside Russian 
residents, the only people to take 
an active part in municipal life 
have been the Chinese and Japan-| 
ese. British residents have stood 
aside, neither paying taxes nor 
participating in the privileges of 
self government.

During war timo the 
minds of officers and their friends 
always turn to revolvers, for in 
Great Britain it is recognized that 
no officer should consider himself 
fit to go into action who cannot 
make fair practico with either haad 
up to twenty-five yards—the Gov- 
‘ernment weapon is accurately sight- 
ed up to fifty. The fact that dur 
ing the South African War officers 
departing for the front were fre- 
quently presented by their friends 

ith revolvers showed that it was 
realized that an officer might owe 
his life, at close quarters, to being 
able to uso a revolver with effect. 
The British weapon is the Webley 
pistol; the Germans use the Mau- 
ser, which fires ten shote without 
reloading. The Webley _ pistol 
weighs over two pounds and the 
cylinder is chambered to hold six 
cartridges. The pistol can be fired 
by the trigger action for “contin- 
uous practice”, and by the cocking 
action for “single practice.” It 
will shoot accurately at fifty yards, 
but its extreme range is 1,500 yards. 
As a general rule, however, British 
officers reserve their weapon for 
use at close quarters. 


CHOLERA IN PARIS. 

A remarkable proclamation was 
recently posted in Brussels by che 
Germans. It stated that, as Paris 
was infected with cholera, the Ger- 
man Emperor had withdrawn hi 
troops and permitted them to win- 
ter elsewhere, where they would 
enjoy the repose which they had 30 
nobly earned. This was such good 
news that nono of the Allies, least 
of all the French, could grudge the 
reason assigned.’ A cholera epide- 
mic is a very dreadful visitation; 
but without doubt the Parisians 
are able to endure with cheerful- 
ness the scourge which the Germans 
have invented for them. Even if 
it were a reality, they would pro- 
bably prefer it to the arrival of 
the Germans themselves. But such 
fictions indicate that _ their 
inventors either cannot, or dare not, 
tell the truth, This particular 
fiction may be more useful than 
many we have been treated to in 
Shanghai inasmuch as it may also 
be used to explain why the German 
troops do not return to Paris in 
the spring when, usually, cholera 
is most virulent. 


BICYCLES IN WAR. 
In 1890 Lord Roberts, issued 
a general order commenting 
on the grand mancuvres that 
had just taken place in Ire- 
land. He remarked: “For recon- 
noitring along a road a single oy-

the people were below worshipping 
a golden calf. It was Moses, one 
man, who had a soul capable of 
receiving a divine revelation: the 
prophets followed and hard work 
it was for them to bring people 
up to their level. Every religion 
has started with one man. We 
talk about Christianity, and all 
kinds of abstractions; cold and 
dreary they are, but the New 
Testament speaks of Jesus Christ. 
Our religion began when a child 
was born that Ohristmastide so 
long ago; not when an idea of 
love and brotherhood was hatched 
in some theologian’s head. Christ- 
ianity 1s Jesus Christ, “a man 
approved of God" as Peter called 
him. Faith in him, not in Chris- 
tianity, saves, and nothing else 
does. It is wonderful what ‘ogs 
are cleared away if you will see 
Jesus Christ as your Saviour, and 
not confuse yourself with doctrines: 
about him. And now consider man 
as he may be in Jesus Christ. It 
is still more true that no one can 
tell what Obrist can make of him. 
For Jesus Christ oan bring such 
infinite possibilities out of a man, 
because He regenerates and rein- 
forces every faculty of our nature. 
We believe that Jesus Christ 
heartily accepted, believed in, obey- 
ed and made by prayer and fellow- 
ship our Saviour, oan veritably 
make a man & new creature and 
make him capable of achievements 
that would once have seemed im- 
possible and absurd. We hear a 
greab deal of the “superman.” 
There is eupposed to be a olass 
of very superior persons—highly 
gifted, who have a right to look 
down on us poor people. They are 
the elite—supermen. But here is 
the marvel and grace of the Gospel. 
Jesus Christ purposes, if we will 
cooperate, to make every one of 
us @ superman. That is why he 
shed his blood, to lift each sheep 
out of the pit of sin. The com- 
monest man is a being in whom his 
Spirit can work, and make capable 
of wonderful things. While it is 
true, as I have shown, that every 
man has by nature wonderful pos 
sibil in him, that appropriate 
stimulus will draw out, as in the 
case of Clive: it is still more true 
of a man when his soul comes 
under the vivifying influence of the 
Spirit of God through Jesus Christ. 
No one can deny that. The history 
of the Church absolutely teems 
with illustrations of it: not one 
eburch but all churches, for the 
































Spirit of God takes no notice of our 
trumpery lines of separation. There 
was Loyola. Originally a soldi 
became a tremendous religious 
force and there is no likelihood 
that any other influence but that 
of Christ could have effected such 
a transformation in him: Art and 
literature and naked dry morality 
could not. There were John Nel- 
son and John Newton. Nelson, a 
somewhat drunken stone-mason be- 
came Wesley's best evangelist a 
great saint and preacher: Newton 
a drunken sailor on a slave trader 
came to write the well-known lyric. 





“Begone unbelief 

My Saviour is near.” 
and other immortal hymns: 
no one can believe that mere 


education or literature or any other 
influence could have evoked 
the hidden power of these 
men. It requires the power of God 
in Christ to recreate men. And 
this is our contention; Christ can 
do for us what no one and nothing 
else can. The history of the 
Church is a history of surprises. 
Men with withered souls, withered 
affections, withered minds, have 
been reconstituted and filled with 
divine power. Every man has it 
in him to become a superman by 
the grace of God. Not one of us 
ig half the man he could be; for 
the plain reagon that not one of us 
has: opened his heart to Christ as 
he might have done. 

‘Thus, Jesus still seeks to lift the 
one sheep out of the pit, His 
method is to save each soul. Dr. 
Gwatkin, the great authority on 
Church history at Cambridge right- 
ly says, ‘granted that the ancient 
world needed a searching reform 
there can be no question that Jesus 
began at the right end with the 
individual and family. Saints 
may live in a rotten state, but the 
state cannot be sound if private 
life is rotten.” Just so. There is 
no communal salvation. I believe 
that in shooting birds you make a 
mistake if you aim at the whole 
flock: you must aim at a particular 
one. And it ip 80 in football, I be- 
lieve. Players mark their man on 
the other side. No one charges a 
whole team. And to compare great 
things with small, Christ marks +18 
one by one as he did his apostles. 
“Wilt thou be made whole 1” is the 
question to each of us. Our faith 
must be our own. The Kingdom 
of God is « kingdom of redeemed 
men and women: each unit saved 
by his grace. The finest work we 
can all do for the world we live in, 
is to come under the power of 
Jesus Christ as this man did. He 
can evoke our capacities, enrich 
our nature, add to us graces. It 
is still as it was when He was here 
among us. As He gave life to this 
man’s withered hand, so He will 
give a new impulse, by His love, the 
strongest thing onearth; His love 
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to us that will give new life tw 
every withered heart that receives 


he | it. 





VOLUNTEER CORPS 
FIELD DAY. 


PRACTICE IN CONVOY WORK. 

An interesting scheme o* field 
operations was carried out by the 
8.V.O. in the western district oa 
Sunday. Compared with the ordi. 
ary work of the corps, the day's 
Programme was on quite a big 
scale, the men being out for several 
houre, and some of them covering 
from thirteen to fourteen mile 
Lieut. Col, Bray was in command 
and had the satisfaction of secing 
the “plan of campaign” well 
ried out. The parade strength 
good, but not so good as it might 
have been, possibly on account of 
the number of “Sunday objectors”, 
though it may be noted that for 
their convenience, early morning 
services were held at the Cathedral 
and the Roman Catholic Church. 
This Sunday parade was bed 
in response to requests from 
many companies, and is 8 
revival of a practice not ut 
common six or seven years ago. The 
advantage to be gained by holding 
the parade on Sunday is that muc 
more time can be given to it, and 
consequently a more — ambitiows 
scheme attempted than would be 
possible on Saturday afternoon 
during the winter. 


General Idea of the Operations. 
The general idea of Sundays 
operations was that a convoy of ibe 
jenemy was known to havo left th 
Gordon Road riding school with 
the intention of marching tos 
camping ground situated at the 
junction of the Hungjao and Rati: 
con roads. The convoy wa escort 
ed by the Red Force (in command 
of Major Pilcher) consisting of “ 
pany, one Maxim gun mount 
ed on # motor oar, and the Light 
Horse, The opposing (Blue) fore 
in command of Major Trueman, 
isted of the Artillery, Engineers, 
“B” Company, and the Customs.

Japanese, Chinese, ‘and Austrian 
companies. The Blue force, 
sombled at the junction of Sicarti 
and Hungjao roads, received it 
formation at 9.30 with regard 
the convoy, with orders to at 
tack it. Thus, the convoy com 
mander had to uso the best possible 
means of reaching his destination 
‘The main object being to capture 
the convoy, the opposing force 
had to try to separate the 
from its convoy, and capture the 
latter in any case, des!ing 
with the escort as circumstance 
demanded. 


Along Soochow Oreck. 

The convoy and part of its escort 
embarked on the Soochow creck st 
Markham road bridge and ¥** 
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towed up west of the Fahwah oreck 
bridge, the Light Horse escorting 
it on the south bank of the creek. 
At the Fahwah bridge the convoy 
and “A” Company disembarked and 
started off for the camping ground, 
taking a westerly direction, cross- 
ing the Rubicon creek near the Long! 
Village, and working its way to- 
wards the western side of the cresk. 
The Blue force was disposed so as 
to cover the Brennan and Hungjao 
roads, four companies being detach- 
ed with their left resting on the 
Rubicon Road not far from Family 
‘Tree, and facing north. 


‘The Convoy Captured, 

The convoy succeeded in working 
its way across the Rubicon creek 
and onite western side got within a 
mile and a half of the camp. Then 
the four companies on the left re- 
ceived information that the convoy 
had crossed the creek, went in pur- 
suit and stopped its further pro- 
gress. “A” Company, its escort, was 
strongly attacked in the neighbour- 
hood of Tall Tree and was badly 
cut up. Half an hour afterwards, 
about 1.0, the convoy was captur- 
ed, about a mile away from the 
camp. The whole operations were 
exceedingly well carried out, the 
units marching well and finishing 
strongly. The need for more mount- 
ed men was felt, but some members: 
of tho Light Horse reserve who 
turned out did most useful work 
in reconnoitring. Communication 
with the convoy was also well kept 
up along the whole route by the 
Light Horse.

Comparing it with the last Corps 
Parade, which was on Saturday 
afternoon, November 98, we note 
that the Light Horse, Artillery, 
Maxims, Engineers, and “A” Co.

OPIUM IN THE 
SETTLEMENT. 


SOME SOBER FACTS AND 
FIGURES. 


The agitation recently started by 
Mr. Arnold Foster bas culminated 
in the present proposal to stop 
licensing opium-shops in the Settle- 
ment and thus put an end to opium 
sales altogether. At this stage it 
is of no practical value to discuss 
whether the use of opium is a vice 
or not, because all parties are 
agreed that so far as Indian and 
other foreign 
the trade should be ended. Also, 
it is only @ waste of effort to dit 
cuss the part that the Chinese 
authorities have played with regard 
to the treaties relating to suppres- 
sion of opium traffic; by all dis- 














passionate men it mitted that 
China lagrantly violated th 
to which she solemaly pro- 





mised to adhere. Further, there 
have bern many instances showing 
that China has tried to stop the 
use of opium by violence, resulting 
in official murder and oppression. 
Again, it should be pointed out 
that China is also not adhering to 
the term of the Hague convention 
which distinctly stipulates that a 
suppression of the trafic ‘henla be 
gradual. Only one other point 
might be referred to casually with 
regard to the question of suppres- 
sing the opium traffic in the Settle- 
j that is, that if China had 
adhered to treaties and not put re- 
strictions on the sale of opium in 
provinces which are supposed to b> 
open even to-day, it is not at all 
improbable that there would by 
now hay2 been no opium question. 
At present seven provinces are 
supposed to be open to the im- 
portation of Indian opium, includ- 
ing Kiangsu, Kiangsi and Kuang- 
tung; but it 
directly the opium leaves the border 
of Shanghai the authorities have 
been confiscating it. 


Municipal Council and Opium. 

Reference has often been made 
in these columns to the unjustifiable 
action of the Chinese Government, 
and for the moment we will not 
allude further to it. Ihe question 
now is, what the Municipal Council 
of the Settlement should do or what 
action it would be justified in tak- 
ing. On the one hand the Council 
proposes to stop the sale of opium 
by the end of 1917, in the mean- 
vhile gradually reducing the num- 
ber of licences; on the other hand, 
there are those who suggest an im 
mediate stoppage of the sale by 
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opium is concerned] iu 
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the stopping of licences. The 
Municipal Council pays due con- 
sideration to the treaty rights of 
the merchants, to the laws that re- 
gulate the Adminstration and to the 
general safety and welfare not only 
of Shanghai, but the whole of 
the trade of China. The Anti- 
Opium people are very anxious 
about putting an end to what they 
call a vice. 


Merchants’ Treaty Rights. 
The first and most important as- 








pect is the treaty rights of the 
merchants, Shanghai, although 
under int tional administration, 





is still an inte; part of China. 
The merchants in Shanghai have 
full right to claim the enjoyment of 
treaty rights. According to th» 
first Opium Treaty between Great 
Britain and China, Canton and 





Shanghai ehould bo the last places 






are still open, in 
treaty in 1911, which provides for 
the closing of a province to the 
trade when there is proof sat 
tory to the two Goveroments that 
no more native opium is grown 
within its confines. Even suppos- 
ing, for argument’s sake, that the 
Government is able to Kian, 
su to the trade, there is still 
right of the merchants to trade in 
Shanghai until every other port 
and province of China is closed to 
the traffic. 

Another very important point has 
also to be considered in this con- 
nexion. The Chinese Government 
has been collecting duty on the 
opium coming into Shanghai. As 
the export from India stopped in 
May 1913—even of certified opium, 
on account of the stoppage of sales 
at Calcutta—there is no question 
of further imports, The point is 
that the Government has collected 
customs duty on the present stocks, 
or holds them in bond for future 
collection of duty. ‘hat is to say, 
that the Government has tacitly 
approved of the trade in the pre 
sent stocks—for it would be unjust 
and even immoral for a Government 
to collect duty and then block the 
trade. It is, therefore, evident that 
the Settlement authorities have no 
right to do anything which would 
interfere with a proper sale of thin 
commodity. 

China and Shanghai. 

It is pointed out that China has 
closed practically all the country, 
and that Great Britain has taken 
no steps to enforce her rights under 


























the Treaty. ‘The merchants com- 
plain in the same strain, But 
two wrongs do not make » right. 





It is also stated that the treaty 
rights of the merchants are only 
in relation to purely Chinese ter- 
ritory, and that the Settlement 
authorities have nothing to do with 
them. This is, of courses, absurd, 
because Shanghai is still an integral 
part of China and the very fact of

the Chinese functioning through 
the Customs is enough to show that; 
in regard to trade the Settlement 
‘can have no rights apart from the 
treaties between China and the 
foreign Powers. 

A very common mistake, one 
which is noticeable even in the 
recent letters to the Council, is 
all this pother is only to 
safeguard the interests of a few 
individuals. As matter of 
fact it can easily be shown that the 
whole business of the Settlement, 
as well as the whole country is 
more or less involved. First of all 
it should be remembered that the 
sum concerned in this business is 
over Tis, 40,000,000; and, whatever 
be the other aspects of the ques- 
tion, few would advise any hasty 
step, in view of the magnitude of 
such a sum. Careful inquiries have 
shown that out of the present 
stock of 8,000 chests less than a 
quarter is held by the regular for- 
eign merchants, the rest being in 

+ numerous hands, both foreign and 
Chinese. 
All Trades Involved. 

Practically every foreign bank 
is involved, and _ practically 
every big Chinese piece-goods 
yarn or metal dealer is involved and 
thus the whole trade of the Settle- 
ment is interconnected in this busi- 
ness. If the step proposed of 
stopping all licences were ad- 
opted, it would mean that 
Shanghai trade, and indirectly 
Chinese trade, would suffer a 
dead loss of Tis. 40,000,000. When 
‘it is remembered that the nett loss 
in the rubber boom—which was not 
over Tis. 5,000,000 to Tls. 6,000,000 
—brought about a blight on the 
trade of Shanghai for a consider- 
able period—not to speak of its 
effects on China—it dors not need 
much stretch of imagination to 
picture what the effect of the at- 
tack on opium would be. 

Even from the point of view of 
stopping opium the proposals of the 
anti-opiumists are impracticable. 
Apart from the unreliability of 
news with regard to the growth of 
and trade in native opium, it 
must be remembered that no rao? 
and no country can be made moral 
by legislation. Take 
liquor traffic, for it 
taxes are laid on spiri 
have never confiscated 
wholesale without 
nor made spirits unsaleable. Our 
policy with regard to drink is to 
make it more costly to the con- 
sumer with a double object; to act 
as a deterrent on the consumer, 
and to secure for th state the bene-

The Municipal Council has only 
followed the practice at home by 
increasing the licence fee from Tis.

Settlement must be Equitable. 

One cannot get away from the 
dilemma that opium came here 
lawfully, China having accepted 
duty on it. For the Council to 
make the stock unsaleablo would 
be sheer dishonesty unless full com- 
pensation were given. Again, 1 
must be remembered that there is) 
no compulsion whatever to buy 
opium in the Settlement at a fancy 
price, or any price. Foreigners do 
not open these shops and the Coun- 
cil could not put the thousands of 
Chinese who are engaged in this 
trade out of business by just giving 
a month’s notice without adequate 
compensation. In the frame of 
mind in which we find the Anti- 
Opiumists it is useless to argue with 
them about an equitable settle- 
ment. No Government in the 
world would be permitted to take 
such high-handed steps as they 
want the Council to take with re- 
gard to opium. 


Example of Other Countries. 


One may remember the ex- 
ample of near by places. Japan 
in Formosa, Great Britain in Hong- 
kong and the Straits Settlements, 
France in Indo-China, and Siam in 
her territories have found it ex- 
pedient not to stop the trafic, but 
to make it a monopoly of the Gov- 
ernment—although no one has any 
right to say that the Governments 
there are not working in the welfare 
of the pzople. We do not propose 
to ask the Council to do the sam 
but to object to the gradual 
ping of the trade in ori 
minimize the dislocation arising, 
is to say the least wilfully silly. 


‘The Council's Powers. 


In the heat of the argument, the 
most important question whether 
the Council has the right to do what 
it is asked to do is lost sight of. 
‘The proposals seem to indicat: that 
the ratepayers have only to pass a 
resolution to stop the licences and 
the rest is done. That is soarcely 
so. Section 11 of the Land Regula- 
tion states that any measure which 
relates to the change of a bye-law 
must have the appri of the 
Diplomatic Body at Peking. And 
to stop licznsing opium would mean 
to go against a bye-law or to alter 
a byelaw. There is a difference 
between the resolution of 1908 for 
closing divans (in which opium was 
consumed publicly) and the propos- 
ed resolution, stopping the sale of 
opium altogether in the Settlement. 
Even when the consent of the 
Diplomatic Body is obtained, it 
not mean that residents and 
rate-pay2rs of the Settlement lose 
their right to claim against the 
Council for taking steps detriment- 
al to their vested rights, and rights 
that aross out of treaties between 
foreign countries and China.

ings, and machinery, reaches Tk. 
210,000, of which sum Tis, 99,0 
has been spont upon machiner, 
American throughout, except the 
ball bearings for the shafting, th:

Ball Bearing Company, of Gotter 
burg. 

How tho Mill is Worked. 

‘Twenty-one double-roller mill, 
each oft. by 30ft, have been instal 
led, and are driven by electric motar 
power supplied by the Municip! 
Council. ‘The wheat is first cleaned 
in a separate building, and convey 
ed into the mill by elevators ani 
spiral conveyors. The flour is de 
livered in three grades to packer, 
which pack directly into bags of # 
Tb. each, and it is not touched bs 
hand from the moment it is de 
posited into the first cleaning 
vator, the only hand-work in the 
whole process being that of sewint 
up the open end of the sack. The 
bran is conveyed to @ 
building into packers and made 
into bags of one picul each.

CHANG HSUN A 
REPUBLICAN. 


HIS VIEWS TWO YEARS AGO

“I 
have impressed upon my officers,” 
the alleged telegram to the Pres- 
ident says, “that China is better 
as a Republic,” and what more 
emphatic recognition of the advan- 
tages of a Republic in China could 
anyone have than this testimony 
from the one and only last of the 
Monarchical Mohicans at presen 
blessed with some authority?

From Our Chinese Correspondent, 


Peking, Deo. 7. 

In consequence of the request of 
the Chinese Government for the re- 
moval of the Japanese light rail- 
way, there is a report that the Chin- 
ess Government has granted to Jap- 
an the right of building a light 
railway from Lungkow vid Tsimo 
to Kiaochow. The Chinese Govern- 
ment denies this report as untrue, 
saying that no concessions will be 
granted to foreigners in tho Pro 
vince of Shantung in any circun:- 
stances until the termination of the 
European war. The pretext for 
Japan to delay the removal of ‘ar 
military light railway in Shantung 
jis that the existing condition of 
affairs and the transportation of 
the Japanese heavy siege howitzers 
back to Japan prevents the accept- 
ance of China's reasonable request 
at this moment, It is firmly be 
lieved among Chinese official circles 
in the capital that this military 
light railway will either become a 
second Antung-Mukden line or that 
the Japanese will demand the con- 
struction of the Chefoo-Weihsien 
railway as its substitute. 

It is reported in reliable quar- 
ters that owing to the opposition of 
the Japanese, the idea of securing 
British financial assistance for the 
construction of the proposed Che- 
foo-Weihsien line has been dropped 
by the British authorities at Chefoo 
so that the Chinese Government 
and merchants have decided to 
build this line solely with Chinese 
capital which is estimated to bo 
about $15,000,000 or $20,000,000. 











‘The Russo-Mongolian Loan. 

The Chinese Government has only 
just received information about this 
agreement for 2 loan of Ris. 3,000,- 
000, in return for the rights ot 
building railways in Mongolia by 
the Urga authorities.

TSINGTAO. 


OPINION IN LONDON. 
TRIBUTES TO JAPAN. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
London, Nov. 9. 

Although the announcement of 
the fall of Tsingtao has to some ox- 
tent been overshadowed by the news 
of the great Russian victories in 
Poland and Galicia, received almost 
‘at the same time, it has aroused 
Breat enthusiasm here, and several 
‘of the London papers devote their 
principal leading articles to the 
subject, expressing warm apprecia- 
tion of the services which Japan has 
rendered to her Western allies. 










ndship had been staunch and 
valuable, although never exercised 
in the way of active measures, In 
the present war Japan has gone 
further in the service of her ally 
than England was called upon to go 
in the service of Japan, and has 
taken up the task of fighting Ger- 
many in Eastern’ waters, with the 
aid of such British forces as are to 
be found in those seas and regions. 

For having an Asiatic ally at «ll 
England is much blamed by Ger- 
many, whose geographical sense 
does mot appear to be in the same 
measure shocked by an alliance with 
Turkey. For our part, we should 
desire to be strong enough to do 
without allies altogether ; but as al- 
lies are necessary in Asia as well as 
in Europe to counterbalance our 
sad lack of naval and military 
strength, we could not desire a 
better and stauncher ally than Jap- 
an is proving herself to be. Her 
‘efficiency and thoroughness, and the 
bravery of her people, have been 
rewarded by a substantial success, 
which, we trust, will be of great 
value to her position and trade in 
the East. 

‘The immediate future of Kiao- 
chou lies with Japan, which will 
profit by German enterprise and 
the expenditure of German capital. 
‘The ultimate fate of Kiaochou 
rests, no doubt, on the arrange 
ments which Japan will make with 
China when the war is over. 


Shattered German Prestige. 

Says “The Times” :— 

The surrender of Tsingtao by the 
Germans is an event of great im- 
portance in the history of the Far 
East. We heartily congratulate 
our Japanese Allies upon the xt- 
tainment of an object on which their 
hearts have been set ever since 
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Prince Henry of Prussia’ 
Ching in 1898, and we rejoice that 
British and Indian troops have 
worked with them to achieve it. 

Everything showed that the Ger- 
mans had “‘come to stay,” and that 
they intended Kisochou to be the 
centre of their future dominions :n 
the Far East and the base of their 
future adventures there. 

They have been driven out, and 
their expulsion will not only ‘shat- 
ter their prestige in Peking, but 
it will lessen their oredit through- 
out Asia. 

To our Japanese Allies in parti- 
cular the capture of Tsingtao is of 
the utmost moment. They have al- 
ways regarded the establishment of 
this German fortress, administered 
directly by the German Navy De- 
partment, as a standing menace to 
themselves. They have never mis- 
taken the extent of German ambi- 
tions. They have never forgotten 
how it was Germany who was the 
principal in defrauding them of the 
legitimate fruits of their victories 
‘over China in 1905. Kiaochou as 
it grew in riches, in trade, and in 
strength, became year by year a 
more formidable threat. 

But it is not only the Japanese 
who ‘have special reasons to be 
gratified by the defeat of German 
designs in the Far East. The Rus 
sians had discovered the advantages 
lof Kinochou long before the murder 
of the missionaries gave German 
diplomacy an excuse for seizing t, 
and they can hardly forget the way 
in which they were duped by the 
German occupation. : 


The Mailed Fist. 

We too have our reasons for 
satisfaction at the obliteration of 
the fruits of Prince Henry’s adven- 
ture. The circumstances in which 
it was made were sorry to look 
upon, When he sailed from Kiel, 
“to declare,” as he told his brother

OF LIUANCHOW. 


REPAIRING DAMAGE DONE 
BY THE WOLVES. 
From Our Own Lh 
Liusnchow, Nov. 2 
I returned from another visit 
to ths Huoshan district » fow days 
ago. There isa big rusb on n0¥ 
both in building and business. The 
people seem to have got over their 
fear of a return visit from the 
White Wolf and men, Many 
new firms have started busines* 
Most of them come from Luchowlu 
and appear to be former employee 
clubbing together. Most of these 
have to build their own premises 
so each is trying to get the work 
through as quickly as possible sod 
with the least delay. Many place 
‘e built on the old sites, but 
few have yielded one to two feet for 
street widening. The opportanitr 
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of thousand years is.being let slip, 
for really decent streets could have 
been made now at the minimum 
cost. 

The fallen part of the city wall 
is going up rapidly and there is talk 
of rebuilding the towers of the east 
and west gates, which were burnt 
by the brigands. A fairly well-to- 
do business man has sent word to 
the city suggesting the rebuilding 
of the Drum Tower on an elaborate 
scale, so tl there will be some 
thing for visitors to look at when 
the railway comes! This tower was 
also burnt by the Wolves. Now tnere 
is talk of buying more land, pulling 
down all the brickwork and enlari 
ing the passages through it 
derably. 


On the Road to Wuhu. 


The cut up state of the road to 
Wuhu shows how much more bar- 
row traffic had lately passed over, 
or through, it, On a recent journey 
to Luchowfu, 180 li from Linanchow, 
I passed fully 400 Honan refugees. 
Since the failure of the crops in 
July in Kuangchow, Kuangshan and 
adjoining districts, the people have 
been passing through Liuanchow on 
their way to Ningkowfu and Kuang- 
tehchow in the east of this province. 
They must mount up to thousands 
this year. For many years they havi 
been paasing this road, but as # rul 
the men are returning for their 
families at this period of the year, 
usually bringing these after spend- 
ing New Year time in Honan. 
Inoticed there were practically 
none between the ages of fourteen 
to twenty-two, but at all other ages, 
from a few months to sixty or seven- 
ty. Fully 50 per cent. were women 
and children. They carry, or buy, 
their own food and cook it by the 
wayside, A few shovelsful of earth 
dug up make a capital fire place on 
which to place their cooking p. 
and a little withered grass is near 
at hand for fuel. Thus very little 
time js wasted or money either.

Blackness in the Post Omice, 

A visitor came to the house where 
I was guest and after dinner I 
thought I would go to the post office 
and intercept my mail matter. 
More than two hours had elapsed 
since the launch had come in, but 
the four men on duty professed not 
to know of its arrival. On going 
down to the lsunch I met the 
postman with a few odds and ends 
of letters in his hand and a coolie 
with the two big mail bags under 
his care, That was at 9.20 a.m. 
According to custom the man had 
brought the out mail to the launch 
and was taking back the in mail, 
thus saving a trip. I r2marked that 
the launch was in at 6 p.m. last 
night, but was told it was dark then 
and he would have required a lan- 
tern! Thus any letters from the 
present governor of Kuangtung 
province to his relatives in Luchow- 
fu, or any correspondence for the 
great Li Hung-chang’s family or 
the wealthy Mr. Chang, can be! 
allowed to lie in the boat office for 
fifteen and a half hours rather than 
& post office coolie should have to 
come out in the dark. Express 
letters of course share the same fate 
and often cause inconveniences in 
Luchowfu. Complaints are practi- 
cally unavailing, I am told. 











BRITISH SUBJECTS 
IN MANCHURIA. 


IMPORTANT NEW AGREEMENT. 


From Onr Own Correspondent. 
Peking, Deo, 12. 

An agreement has just been ar- 
rived at between the British and 
Russian Governments which inter- 
ests all Britons who live in, or 
who may live in, the zone of the 
Chinese Eastern Railway. On De- 
cember 3 notes were exchanged be- 
tween the British and Russian re- 
presentatives which bring into 
forces on January 1 next an agree- 








ment under which all British sub- 
jects residing in the railway settle- 
ment at Harbin and in other settle- 
mente situated in the area of the 
Chinese Eastern Railway shall pay 
the same dues and taxes, whether 
levied in money or in kind, which 
are paid by Russian subjects, these 
dues and taxes being, of course, 
used exclusively for municipal pur- 
poses. 

In consideration of this British 
subjects will have an active and 
passive right of election to the local 
municipal administrations both now 
existing and hereafter to be estab- 

shed, and shall exercise those 
rights like Russian subjects in ac- 
cordance with the stipulations of 
the local municipal regulations. 
At Harbin also there shall be in 
troduced into the Municipal Coun- 
cil, consisting, in all, of six mem- 
bers, the term of whose office is 
three years, a representative of the 
foreign (non-Russian) community, 
who shall be a foreign (non-Rus 
sian) resident of good standing. 
Such resident shall be slected, 


Assessment Taxes. 


British residents shall have simi- 
lar rights as Russians ag regards 
trade, industry, and leases of land 
lots. In regard to th> amounts of 
assessment taxes on commercial 
and industrial enterprises exploit- 
ed by them their affidavits made 
before the British Consular repre- 
sentatives as to the size and charac- 
ter of the enterprise shall be ac- 
cepted as definite proof. But only 
when a permit issued for the pur- 
pose by a British Consul is pro- 
duced may a British subject open, 
establish, or maintain hotels, board: 
ing houses or eating houses, houses 
of entertainment or shops for the 
sale of liquor. 

The agreement stipulates that 
British subjects are to be entitled 
to any more favoured treatment 
that may be accorded the citizens 
of other powers.

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THE ROMANCE OF A 
MISSION PRESS. 


THE STORY OF A GREAT 
ENTERPRISE. 
We have received from the 


Presbyterian Mission Press a neatly 
produced and interesting volume, a 
souvenir of the Press’ seventieth 
birthday. The first American 
Presbyterian Mission press was set 
up in Macao in January, 184, in 
charge of Mr. Richard Cole, who 
had the assistance of one composi- 
tor and two pressmen. A year later, 
tho Press was removed to Ningpo 
and made progess there in spite of 
its being regarded with great sus- 
picion by the Chinese authorities. 
Work was continued steadily duri 








ing many 
serious of which was the Taiping 
rebellion, and development was 
especially furthered by the unique 
and valuable services rendered 
by Mr. William Gamble, who 
appears to have played the role 
of a Caxton in China, Mr. 
Gamble took charge of the 
Press in 1858 and introduced the 
method of making matrices for Chi- 
nese type by the electrotype pro- 
cess, superceding many cumbersome 
plans formerly tried. The manu- 
facture of Chinese fonts was much 
simplified, and the designing of « 
“caso” for the new type was 
another of Mr. Gamble’s inventions 
contributing to still further progress. 


Grouping Characters. 

In order to ensure an ‘efficient 
method of arrangement in the cases, 
the inventor examined the 
characters found in translations of 
the Bible and twenty-seven other’ 
books, these containing over 
1,100,000 characters, but only 5,150 
different characters. To these, 850 
characters found in the font of the 
London Missionary society at 
Hongkong were added. These 6,000 
characters were then divided into 
fifteen groups according to the fre- 
quency of their use, and thus the 
work of the Chinese compositor was 
greatly facilitated. Forseeing pro- 
spects of great developments in 
Shanghai, Mr. Gamble was in- 
strumental in causing the Press to 
be transferred here from Ningpo, in 
December 1860. There was an im- 
mediate increase in work, especially 
English printing. 

Since that time the work of the 
press has widely developed. The 
staff has increased from the original 
three to 216, and the output has 
grown from an annual average of 
40,000,000 pages twenty years ago to 
an average of about 100,000,000 
pages, the Press turning out vast 
quantities of religious books and 
tracts, educational and medical 
works, and periodicals. Of the latter, 
the “Christian Intelligencer” has a; 
wids circulation, reaching about | 
75,000 Chines each week, 











columns being filled by notes from 
150 correspondents in all the pro- 
vinees of China, and some living 
abroad. The Press is to be con- 
gratulated upon the success of its 
work, and must be given credit for 
8 conspicuous part in the spreading 
of new ideas amongst the Chinese. 





HOW PARIS MOURNS 
THE COUNTRY’S 
DEAD. 


CELEBRATING ALL SOULS’ 
DAY, 





¢] honouring its dead on All Saints’ 


Day and All Souls’ Day. These 
two days form what is called the 
Festival of tho Dead—a somewhat 
contradictory term—faithfully ob- 
served by all classes of the com- 
munity. Ite return, for the first 
time sincs the war broke out, had 
a new and poignant significance; 
and on both days, beautifully fine 
and sunny, the cemeteries in and 
around were visited by immense 
throngs of people, totalling nearly 
600,000 on each day. The crowds 
were of course exceptionally large 
at the three extramural cemeteries 
in which those soldiers of the 
allied forces, and Germans, who 
died of wounds in Paris hospitals 
and ambulances are interred, 

Theso are situated at Bagneux 
and Ivry, on the south side, and 
Pantin, on the north-east, and in 
each ‘a special monument was 
erected for ths occasion by the 
municipal authoritics. It was of 
the plainest kind—a rough pyramid- 
al frame-work of whitewashed wood 
slate, with a tall firtree in the 
centre. Evergreens were twined 
round the slate, and at each of the 
corners was ® group of flage— 
French, British and Belgian. Doz- 
ens of large wreaths were heaped 
round the foot of each monument— 
from the Government, the City of 
Paris, th: League of Patriots and 
other public bodies, and on a small 
white tablet was the inscription in 
gold lettering: ‘To the memory 
of ths French and Allied soldiers 
who died in the defence of France.” 
It was all very simple, eloquent 
and touching. 


In Bagneux Cemetery. 

The Bagneux cemetery was first’ 
visited on the morning of All 
Saints’ Day by General Gallieni, 
the Military Governor of Paris, 
accompanied by his staff, an officer 
of President Poincaré’s military 
household, the Prefect of the Seine, 
the Prefect of Police, and other 
high officials. All of them carried 
wreaths, which they placed at the 
foot of the monument. No speeches: 
were delivered, and the silence was 








its} broken only by the whirring of a 
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military aeroplane that saluted the 
dead from far up in the eky, and 
the suppressed sobs of women 
spectators. Then General Gallieni, 
who wae visibly affected, walked 
into an adjoining square of ground 
where, shut off from the main road 
by shrubs, is the last resting-place 
of the victims of war. Here lie 
four hundred French and thirty 
British soldiers. Each grave has 
ite plain black wooden cross, on 
which the name, rank and regiment 
of the soldier who sleeps below are 
painted in white. Every one of 
these graves was completely cover- 
ed with flowers, chiefly chrysanthe- 
mums, either in wreaths or in large 
bunches, and on every cross hung 
a wreath. 

On only ons grave was there a 
flag. It marked the home of 
an Alsatian volunteer. On one of 
the English graves was this homely 
tribute: ‘To dear old ‘Nobby’ 
Clarke, from all his friends in 
Great Bridge; God bless him!” 
Some kind friend had pinned a 
French translation to the already 
weather-stained card, 90 that all 
should know that the dead soldier, 
lying in foreign soil, was remember- 
ed with affection by his own peopl 
On the further side of the squ: 
were two rows of graves occupied 
by German soldiers. Each had ite 
regulation black cross, like the 
others. Here were no wreaths, 
but from time to time a flower wi 
dropped on the bare earth above 
these fallen enemies. 


A City Without Mirth. 

On the ocoasion of this far from 
cheerful festival, the authorities 
took the opportunity to add to the 
gloom by closing all the picture 
palaces, the only places of amuse- 
ment which have been left open 
since the war began. Perhaps it 
was a hint that the situation is more 
serious than the newspapers try to 
make out; but there was really no 
need to ask Parisians to refrain 
from turning their minds to other 
subjects for a few brief moments. 
The police even suppressed an at- 
tempt to revive a concert organ- 
ization which has never given an, 
thing but good music. There is 
absolutely no music to be heard 





























anywhere except in the churches; 
and it was quit> s relief when, the 
other day, s brass band of doubt- 
ful quality struck up the Marseil- 
laise at the end of my street. I 
could almost fall on the neck of the 
first organ-grinder_ who comes 
along! The authorities clearly pre- 
fer that every Parisian, when his 
day's work is done, should stay at 
home and think about his sins, or 
the all-pervading subject of the 
war. Thus ths whole city is driven 
to commune with itself, and the 
closed doors of the theatres and 
music-halls mutely imply a quite 
unnecessary addition to the ranks 
of the unemployed. 

There must be thousands of 
women and middle-aged men, de- 
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pendent in normal times on the 
theatrical industry, who are under- 
going @ long process of starvation. 
To none has the war delivered 
harder blows than to these children 
of the world of imagination, 
brought suddenly face to face with 
the sternest realitizs. But the man 
in the man in the street s othing 
of these miseries.

I esteem it an honour to report 
to the House @ general outline of 
the operations by the Imperial 
Navy since the beginning of the 


When war was declared, the Im- 
perial Fleet under instructions 
from the Emperor, began imme- 
iate action, and all the naval sta- 
tions also prepared the means of 
defence in the area of the seas in 
their respective districts, 

At that time, the main strength 
of the enemy’s Oriental Squadron 
made its whereabouts obscure in 
the South and the remaining por- 
tion hid itself at Tsingtao. Where- 
upon, the First Squadron of the 
Imperial Navy concentrated its 
main strength from the Yellow 
Sea to the northern yart of the 
East Sea, for tracing the enemy's 
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merchantmen and 2s 8 guard for 
the region, while the Second Squad- 
ron at once threatened Kiaochou, 
and declared on August 27, a gen- 
eral blockade of Kiaochou and ‘he 
neighbouring coast. 

The Third Squadron was en- 
gaged on watch from the southern 
part of the East Sea to the China 
Sea, and a section of the First 
Squadron in safeguarding the routes 
to North America, When tho 
transportation of the Imperial 
troops began, the First Squadron 
‘on the southern part of the sea off 
Korea, and the Second Squadron 
in the direction of the Yellow Sea, 











co-operating, assisted the safe 
transportation of the troops. 
Along with the progress of the 


work of sea-sweeping, the Squad- 
ron narrowed its cordon of bloc- 
kade, and when, in the latter part 
of October, the preparations for 
the siege of Tsingtao by the army 
were almost complete it made vio- 
lent attacks on the enemy from the 
sea, in support of the army in its 
frontal attack on the enemy, and 
the Naval Heavy Artillery Corps 
also took a part in the attack on 
ygtao. Thus besieged, the .n- 
emy at last, on November 7, sur- 
rendered, and the operations in 
that direction were concluded. 

In the operations against Kiso- 
chou, the enemy lost one cruiser, 
five gunboats and two destroyers, 
while we suffered the loss of one 
one destroyer, one torpedo- 
boat and three sea-clearing ves- 
sels, The end of the cruiser Taka- 
chiho was particularly tragio. 


In the South Seas. 

Prior to this, section of the 
Imperial Fleet sent to the South 
Beas, proceeded in the direction of 
the Straits Settlements, and became 
faged in co-operation with ‘he 











British Fleet. 

In the early part of September, 
however, as the German cruiser 
Emden appeared in the Indian 
Ocean, and many of the British 
merchantmen suffered losses at her 
hands, we increased the strength 
of the section which had been des- 
patched to these regions in order 
to afford better protection to the 
army transports of Great Britain. 
We further increased the strength 
of that section by sending an ad- 
ditional force under the command 
of Vice-Admiral Tochinai, but the 
Emden was destroyed by a British 
man-of-war off Cocos island on 
November 9, and the operations 
ended. 

At the beginning of the war, the 
main strength of the German 
Squadron, as aforementioned, was 
in the direction of the South Seas, 
and a section of it was in the direc- 
tion of North America and of 
Hawaii. The Imperial Fleet was 
despatched in that direction in te- 

visions, and by co-operation 

the British Fleet, destroyed 

the base of the German operations 
by capturing the German  islan: 
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in the South Seas. As it has been 
announced, we have been admin- 
istering military government over 
those islands. The German cruiser 
Geier was forced to disarm at 
Honolulu by a section of the Im- 
perial Squadron. 

The Third Squadron, meanwhile, 
was engaged, with the guardship 
of the Makong Naval Port, on 1 
guard of the sea to the eat of 
Luzon, and also on maintaining 
communication with the rest of 
the Navy. 

As the Orient was cleared of the 
enemy's men-of-war by the begin- 
ning of November, the Third 
Squadron has been exclusively en- 
gaged on the lookout for the Ger- 
man vessels, 

As aforementioned, the German 
men-of-war in the direction of 
Kirochou, Hawaii and the Indian 
Ocean, ete., have been steadily des-' 
troyed, and the first part of the 
naval operations is closed. 


Solidarity of the Alliance. 

Before concluding this report, I 
have to inform this House of ve 
veral other important matters. 

Gentlemen, in the speech from 
the Throne His Majesty emphasiz- 
ed the fact that the Alliance with 
Great Britain, and the enfente 
with Russia and France have fur- 
ther proved their solidarity by the 
present cr At an early stage 
war, Mr. Winston Chur- 
chill, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
in a telegram to me stated that 
the officers and men of Great Bri- 
tain rejoiced in fighting the common 
enemy on the side of the loyal offi- 
eers and men of the Imperial 
Japanese Navy and to this I re- 
Plied to the effect that the officers 
‘of the Japanese Navy felt equally 
glad, and that by the efforts of the 
navies of the two countries, I ex- 
pected a speedy achievement of vic- 
tory. And it is with a sense of 
profound gratitude that I am able 
to report that ever since that, be- 
tween the navies of the two coun- 
tries, co-operative action with un- 
reserved confidence had been car- 
ried on everywhere most smoothly. 
The fact that this unreserved co- 
operation exists substantiates, I 
believe, what His Majesty the Em- 
peror has said, that the alliance 
with Great Brit bas further 
proved its solidarity. 


The Allied Fleets. 

On this occasion, I believe, 1 
must report particularly the names 
of Vico-Admiral Jerram, Command- 
er of the British China Squadron 
and of the battleship Triumph and 
the destroyer Usk which were -le- 
tached from his command to the 
direction of Kiaochou Bay. The 
‘Triumph and the Usk, as you know, 
being joined under the command of 
Vice-Admiral Kato took part in the 
blockading and the bombardment 
of the German forte for a ‘ong 















































time and achieved brilliant suc- 
cess. Vice-Admiral Jerram, as the 
Commander of the China Squad- 
ron, always assisted in the co- 
operation of the British and Japan- 
leso Squadrons, and for the satis- 
factory result of the operations we 
owe much to him. I also wish to 
‘call your attention to the fact that 
the navies of Russia and France, 
in addition to the co-operative ac- 
tion of the British and Japanese 
squadrons, rendered effective as- 
ance to our movement. 


‘The Protection of Japan’s Trade. 

I have another thing to call to 
your attention. During the first 
part of the operations, when a 
section of the enemy’s squadron was 
still at large in the South Seas or 
the Indian Ocean, and the search 
for it by our allied squadron 
Proved unsuccessful, what was con- 
sidered most important by the 
Japanese naval authorities was the 
protection of the trade routes over 
those seas. However for three long 
months, until the heroic Emden 
stroyed off Cocos Island, not 
gle merchant vessel with the 
‘apanese flag was sunk by the en- 
emy, and I regard it entirely due 
to the influence of His Majesty's 
Navy. 

By the force of the co-operative 
action of the Japanese and Britiah 
squadrons, the enemy has gone far 
away to the coast of South Amer- 
ica, and the Imperial Navy, on the 
seas far away from its home, is 
engaged, with the navy of our ally, 
in the search for the enemy. 


‘The Duty of the Fleet. 

The officers and men of our ox- 
peditionary force, in defiance of 
difficulty and shortcomings, are 
devotedly discharging their duties 
The enemy at Kiaochou Bay has 
been destroyed, it is true, but 
German men-of-war are still about 
South America, and although the 
Second Squadron had completed xts 
immediate duty, many other men- 
of-war of the Imperial Navy are 
cruising over many places in the 
Pacific. Even if the German men- 
jof-war in South America be crush- 
ed by the navy of our ally to- 
morrow, the duty of the Imperial 
Navy does not terminate so long 
as the war in Europe continues. 
and the end is a long way ahead, 
it must be said, for the Japanese 
Navy. By the august influence of 
His Majesty the Emperor and 
the support of the nation, I hope, 
however, that the day may not be 
far off when the object of the war 
will be attained. 
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A GERMAN SPY IN 
BRITAIN. 


STORY OF THE TRIAL OF 
Lu 


‘The German, Karl Lody, met the 
inevitable fate of the spy in tne 
of war. The sentence of the court 
martial before which he was tried 
was that he should be shot, Thi 
was duly confirmed, and the excor 
tion was carried out at the Tower 
on Friday morning, says the “ Dail 
Telegraph” of November 11. 

Lody went to his doom with the 
calmness and courage which he di- 
played during his trial, He pre 
served throughout a fearless bear 
ing, and it is said that he resolutely 
refused to allow his eyes to be 
covered, and courageously fsced the 
rifles which were pointed at hit 
breast, 


“Prolonged Plea of Guilty.” 

‘The trial of Lody at the Middlese 
Guildhall, Westminster, on October 
30 and 31 and November 8, was the 
first of its kind held in Englad, 
and it was attended by a series of 
dramatic incidents quite in keeping 
with its unusual nature. Really 
Lody made no attempt to deny the 
allegations brought against him, and 
while the counsel for the prote- 
tion characterized the trial as “ow 
prolonged plea of guilty,” Mr 
George Elliott, x.c., appearing ‘0 
the defence, took the courageous 
course of appealing to the spirit of 
military duty which he knew would 
animate the members of an English 
court-martial.

A German Lieutenant. 

On the second day of the trial 
Lody gave evidence, and his story 
was an extraordinary one. He 
told the Court that he had been a 
Jieutenant in the German navy, and 
that on being transferred to the 
Seewahr he married in the United 
States a lady of German descent. 
He severed bis ties with Germany 
then, but his marriage was not 
happy, and it was dissolved, He 
gave a number of details regarding 
work in which he had been engaged, 
and then went on, “It was put be- 
fore me by a certain person— 
“Who was the person?” was the 
query. 

Lody paused, and then, bursting 
into tears, cried, ‘I cannot name 
that name, 
say, as I have given my word of 
honour.” He did, however, tell the 
Court that the person was a superior 
naval officer, from whom he had re- 
ceived instructions to make his way

engagement had taken place be- 
tween the two Powers, to give in- 
formation as to the actual loss of 
British cruisers, and to report all 
he could see with regard to move- 
ments in England. ‘There is no 
pressure in a sense of the word, 
but there is certainly an understand- 
ing that you feel obliged to obey. 
T have never been a coward in my 
life, and I have certainly not been 
a shirker,” was Lody’s response to 
a question as to whether he acted 
under compulsion. 


“Lite in His Hand 
The frank nature of the prisone 
evidence was also the leading 
characteristic of his counsel’s clos- 
ing speech. Mr. George Elliott to'd 
the Court that prisoner had asked 
him to say that he went to England 
in the service of his country, and as 
a German actuated by patriotic 
German motives. He went there 
secondly, in obedience to the sug- 
gestions of his superior commandiny 
officer, and, thirdly, absolutely 
voluntarily in the sense that he was 
not physically compelled to do so, 
andentirely at his own expense. He 
went into the country to filfil what 
he regarded as the mandate of his 
superiors in the service in which he 
was an officer. He wished to go 
down to his final fate as a brave 
man, an honest man, and an open- 
hearted man. 


There was no suggestion of an 
attempt at pleading for mercy or 
for favourable treatment. “ Eng- 
lishmen will not deny him respect 
for the courage he has shown,” said 
Mr. Elliott. “His own ‘grand- 
father, an old soldier, held a for- 
tress against Napoleon. He 
know that he carried his life in his 
hands, and he stands before the 
Court in that spirit. . . . And he

BOOK REVIEWS. 


A Knight on Wheels—by Tan Hay— 
Hodder and —Stoughton—London 
1014. 


Readers of Mr. Ian Hay will be 
prepared in any book of his for 
many delightful qualities, a deli- 
cious sense of humour, delicate! 
characterization, a pleasant story 
and a light firm touch. But 4 
Knight on Wheels goes far ahead 
of all his previous efforts, indeed it 
may be fairly described ‘as one of 
the best novels produced this year. 
Tt is a difficult task to draw a good 
picture of a boy, still more difficult 
to make him grow up naturally 
and logically into a man. In_ both’ 
points Mr. Ian Hay has succeeded 
admirably. It is not too much to 
say that Philip will rank as one of 
the most convincing boys in fiction, 
and as a man he is no less natural 
and vivid. As a complement to him 
Timothy is also exceedingly good, 
if at times a bit too brilliant in nis 
foolery to be quite believable. But 
‘one would not have him otherwise. 
Peggy is another wonderful exam- 
ple of a character begun in chi 
hood and carried through to riper 
years with unsurpassed — success, 
and even Sylvia, “the Dumpling”, 
little as she appears, is a very re- 
‘cognizable and congenial young per- 
son. There remains Mr. Julius! 
Mablethorpe, i 
doings are a piece of pure delight, 
with a substratum of sound wisdom 
beneath all his levity which strikes: 
atru2 note. Apart from these there 
is a host of characters all good, re- 
alizable and in their several ways 
attractive, Miss Jennings particu- 
larly so, the best specimen of the 
London typist that we remember. 
‘The only rather weak point in the 
book is the second marriage of 
Montayu Falconer: but this may be 
forgiven. Of many entrancing scenes 
the descriptions of the fu-nishing 
of tho flat and of an evening at a 
London music hall may specially be 
singled out. Altogether A Knight 
on Wheels is one of the freshest, in 
every way one of the moat delight- 
ful books we remember reading ‘or 
a vory long time. 
























Swindler and Other Stories—by 
Ethel M. Dell. Fisher Unwin—

‘Miss Ethel Dell has preeminently 
the knack of writing stories that 
‘one wants to read. They may not 
bbe the highest type of literature, 
and distinct preference for a 
happy ending may be despised by 
the superior person. But it is

This set of 
short stories is in Miss Dell’e most 
attractive style. The Stoindler him- 
self takes up a good deal of space, 
with much success, altogether a 
fresh and taking little tale. The 
Enight Errant is another that 
might be singled out where all have 
their own charm. In what that 
charm consists it would be rather 
difficult to say. But the book as a 
whole is one that may cordially be 
recommended. 








The Juilge's Chair—by Eden Phillpotts 
John Murray London. 

In this book a collection of De- 
vonshire stories told by an old shep- 
herd, it is best to begin with the 
former and end with the latter. 
“Adventures first,” said the Gry- 
phon, “explanations take such a 
dreadful time.” So with the an- 
cient shepherd’s stories, many of 
which are excellent telling, whereas 
the old shepherd himself sitting up 
in the Judges Chair is rather a 
bore. Perhaps because one has 
seen 80 much of him before in dif- 
ferent guises. The stories are na- 
turally most interesting to a Devon- 
shire man, but there is little enough 
dialect to trouble other readers and 
they are all worth reading. 





“Gold and Silver Dollars Exchange

Pur and Feather in North China—By 
Arthur de ©. Sowerby. Published 
by The Tientsin Press, Td. 





Before this book was given to the 
public the author had published 
some timely and instructive letters 
in favour of preserving game life 
in China. These letters at once re- 
ozived attention, and resulted in a 
petition being sent to the President 
of the Republic of China asking his 
intervention to prevent the destruc- 
tion of the beautiful birds of his 
country. It is not known that any 
definite action has been taken by 
the Chinese Government on the 
subject, but it is believed that such 
action will be taken in due time, 
and that the delay is not caused by 
any disinclination, but rather by 
the disturbing elements at large in 
the world. 

Mr. Sowerby has now placed the 
reading public under renewed 
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obligations, by publishing 
of the above title, containing s 
fund of information, not only with 
regard to game birds and animals, 
but to the fauna of China. There 
is no other book to our knowledg: 
as exhaustive and entertaining of 
the subjects treated, and the prac- 
tical sportsman will find in it much 
that will be of use to him in the 
enjoyment of his sport, 

In the preface Mr. Sowerby says: 
“One of the chief aims I have had 
i d while writing thus on the 
nd animals of North China, 
been the rousing of public in- 
terest in the subject, with the view 
to the ultimate protection and pre- 
servation of many species, which 
under existing conditions are doom 
sd to extinction. Another object 
has been to share with those who 
cannot get away into the wilds to 
see for themselves and to taste frm 
hand of Nature’s rich store, some 
of my own experisnces with that 
sweet mistress and her many chil 
dren.” 

And Mr, Sowerby has not written 
it |. ‘The book is a more 
elaborate argument in support of 
the principles discussed in the le 
ters taferred to, and the facts pre 
sented should fix public attention 
and ensure a large sale, The pret 
tical sportsman will doubtless be 
interested inthe names and habite- 
tions of the numerous birds and 
animals mentioned, and the scienti 
fic student must welcome so much 
information meriting hie cared 
consideration. Mr. Sowerby bis 
not only written in a manner to 
please the general reader, but the 
student may take the book to bir 
room for thoughtful study, and 
rather than extend this notice with 
quotations, it is thought to be more 
just to the author to say, that hit

THE BATTLE OF 
THE VISTULA. 


HOW NEARLY WARSAW WAS 
CAPTURED. 


GERMAN SWooP FROM 
THE SOUTH. 


By Francis McCullagh. 
Warsaw, Oct. 18 

‘The main line of the German 
attack came from the south and 
the main line of the German ad- 
vance came, as I have already ex- 
plained, from the west. This is 
the first swoop of the German 
eagle on the Russian bear and, 
though, up to the present, it has 
failed, there can be no denying its 
Napoleonic vigour and unexpected- 
ness. The Russians expected an 
attack from every part of the com- 
pass except from the south, and it 
was from the south that the enemy 
came. 

It seemed certain that the Prus- 
sian blow would come due cast 
from East Prussian or else duc 
south from East Prussia, down, like 
a sledge-hammer, on Warsaw. | The 
splendid system of strategic rail- 
ways which makes a railway map of 
East Prussia look like a chess- 











board was all designed for two 
such attacks. And the Russians 


meet these long-expected blows. 


‘Where the Blow Fell. 

They had collected a great army 
under Rennenkampf at Grodno and 
another huge army at Vilna. They 
had strengthened the fortress of 
| Novogeorgievsk on the ia north 
| of Warsaw, the only fortress, by 
the way, which stands between 
Warsaw and a foreign invasion, In 
front of that fortress they had as- 
sembled a large army. They 
perfectly sure that the Germans 
would come south from Mlawa, or 
east from Koenigsberg and 
Stoluponnen. They never imagin- 
ed that they would come north 
from the Austrian town of Cracow, 
especially as in that case — the: 
would have to pass through vast 
[tracts of country poorly provided 
ith railways and traversed by the 
worst constructed and muddiest 
roads in Europe. For the famous 
heavy artillery and heavy-laden 
motors of the Germans, these roads 
might well be regarded by the 
Russians as impossible. 


Another Lighting Advance. 

But the unexpected happened. 
Germany not only traversed this 
wild, boggy country, but traversed 
it with what was, in the circum- 
stances, remarkable swiftness. It 
would have been deadly swiftness: 
































were it not for the kindly, inter- 


‘minable rains which made Von 
had made elaborate preparations to! Morgen’s march from Kalisch and 


Czenstochovo an affair of three 
weeks instead of an affair of six 
days. And, to go further back, it 
must be admitted that the German 
change of front was conducted with 
a rapidity and a skill which hardly 
fell short of the marvellous. To 
send a fourth of their entire army 
irom the west to the east was in 
itself a feat, but to provide that 
army with bases, étapes, and all 
the other requirements of forced 
advancing in hostile country went 
very close to being miraculous. 
There is no use in our trying to 
explain it away or to shut our eyes 
to it, for it has to be taken into 
account in any forecast of the 
future. 

To return, however, to Von 
Morgen’s swoop. First of all, the 
German leader confirmed the Rus- 
sians, by various feints, in their 
supposition that an attack would 
be made on Grodno. Early in 
October there was a German ad 
vance on Suwalki and Augustovo, 
both of which places are in the 
Grodno district or, more properly 
speaking, between Grodno and 
the Prussian frontier. There was 
also an advance from Mlawa and 
other points on the southern 
frontier of East Prussia, in the 
direction of Warsaw. ‘The Grand 
Duke Nicholas thought that the 
enemy meant to seize Kovno or 
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Grodno or to march on Warsaw, 
consequently he removed his he 
quarters from Warsaw to Grodno. 
General Sheidemann remained in 
command at Warsaw. 


Russian Leaders Cashiered. 


I shall now give more details of 
the German attack, which came so 
near to success. On October 9 the 
invaders were at Grojec, and from 
that point they pushed forward 
with terrific energy and marvellous 
speed. On Sunday, October 11, 
they were only eight miles to the 
south of Warsaw city. Their ap- 
proach was quite unexpected. No 
scouting was done at all in that 
direction and when refugees in 
carts began to pour into the city 
with news that the Prussians were 
within eight miles of the capital, 
General Sheidemann, the Russi: 
commander, could hardly believe 
his ears. In fact the news gave 
him a shock from which he 
hardly recovered yet, though he 
has now been relieved of his com- 
mand. His offence was, of course, 
his failure to ascertain the exis- 
tence of Von Morgen’s army until 
it was on the outskirts of War- 
saw; and a worse offence in a mili- 
tary commander it would be dif- 
ficult to imagine. In mitigation of 
this offence it must be added, how- 
ever, that General Sheidemann had 
to contend not only with inefficiency 
in his scouts, but also, it is report- 
ed, with treachery in some of his 
bordinates. General Von Krause, 
a Russian General in command of 
a Siberian farce stationed consider- 
ably to the south of Warsaw, is said 
to have behaved so suspiciously on 
this occasion that, during the pro- 
gress of the battle, he was oourt- 
martialled and shot. . 


‘Warsaw's Peril. 

For four-and-forty dreadful 
hours, three Siberian corps held 
back three German corps provided 
with superior artillery. On Sun- 
day the 11th things had reached 
their worst, and the streets be- 
came blocked with beaten soldie:s, 
some of them wounded, all of them 
muddy and tired. There were also 
refuge2s of all classes, conditions 
and ages. There were farmers and 
their families in country carts. 
There were old bedridden women 
carried in blankets, Overhead, 
aeroplanes kept dropping bombs in 
the streets and on the houses. Th. 
Police, the civil governor an 
civil officials who remained, 
ceived orders to leave on the after- 
noon of Monday the 12th. Those 
orders were given on Sunday, and 
on that day all arrangements were 
made to evacuate the city. The 
bridges were mined in order that 
they might be blown up next day 
‘The: \exddis fren the: city was:se 
Sypat that it wag, impossible. to get 
@ seat in any railway train, and 
the roads east of the Vistula werd’ 
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walking towards Russia There 
were men carrying children. There 
were wives carrying bedclothes 
rolled up in a bundle, and hus- 
bands carrying trunks, sacks and 
parcels. Little children walked 
alongside them or hung on to the 
skirts of their mother. There were 
all kinds of noises, the rattle of 
carts, the cry of infants, the shouts 
of men, the wailing of women. 
But sternest of all sounds was the 
voice of the guns. All day and all 
night those guns thundered. 


The Danger Rolled Back. 

On Monday morning Russian re- 
inforcements had arrived and the 
orders to the police were counter- 
manded. But for another week 
the condition of the city remained 
critical. Then three new Russian 
corps had arrived, while 20,000 
horse with a powerful artillery 
appeared at Lovitz and seriously 


Rias| threatened the German line of re- 


treat. Von Morgen consequently 
found it necessary to fall back. 





GRIM STUDIES IN SUFFERING, 

During two weeks of the hottest| 
fighting, I managed to be almost 
continuously at the front, On one 
‘occasion I even succeeded in getting 
beyond the Russian Front at Prush- 
kov, and on another occasion, whan 
I was passive and making no effort 
at all to carry off a “scoop,” the 
German Front swept past me.. Both 
those incidents I shall describe in 
their proper places. 

I was always, of course, in the 
company of Russian friends, whove| 
names I cannot give away for the 
Grand Duke has sworn a mighty 
osth that he will break any sub- 
ordinate, he be General or Licuten- 
ant, who dares to bring a newepapr 
correspondent with him into the fir- 
ing-line. On my way from Moscow 
to Warsaw I happened to meet, 
however, near Minsk a Siberian 
officer who knew some of my vld 
Cossack friends in Manchuria.

The first thing to strike me was 
the apparent absence of life in a 
region which contained at least half. 
a million men, The houses were 
all uninhabited, the gray fields void 
of man and beast. At Utrata on 
the Warsaw-Vienna railway was rhe 
staf of the First Army, a Polith 
house near the railway station. In- 
ide telephones were installed and 
telegraphists ticked away day and 
night on their instruments, Generals 
were continuously calling into tele- 
phones, giving orders to minor 
Generals, and to battery comman- 
ders. Despatch riders were con- 
stantly coming and going. The 
place was filled with officers of high 
Hvank: bul of simple costume. Even

Efiects of German Shells. 

In this bombardment, as in ll 
their bombardments, the Germans 
used: both shrapnel and percussion 
shell. They did not bring their 15 
inch (42 om) howiteers to Wanev 
but they brought their 5 inch, their 
5} inch and their 7 inch (21 om). 
‘The shells of the latter were hig 
enough, however, to satisty the 
most megalomaniac ta! The 
British soldier calle them “Jack 
” ‘The Russian calls them 
“ portmanteaux” and ittle 
Mothers.” 

‘These monsters don’t do much 
harm but they certainly produce 2 
the mind or, rather, on the nervout 
system, an exceedingly unplessant 
effect. ’ Many of the Russian officers 
confessed to me that the morole of 
their men is much shaken by  pro- 
longed régime of “ portmanteau, 
The explosive which these shells 
contain is melinite, and the shell is 
very similar to the Japs 
thimoré, only larger.

Terribie Wounds. 
Thanks to these shells this war 
is a war of frightful wounds. I 
have, not so far met with any real 
Dum-dum wounds or with any doc- 
“tor who has seen such wounds; but 


when the ordinary bullet is 
nearly spent it —_sometimes 
enters the body _sidoways, 


making a hole which is some- 
times mistaken for that made by a 
dum-dum. The shrapnel wounds 
re worse than those made by any 
dum-dum bullets, while the gaps 
made in the bodies of soldiers by 
chunks of the heavy shells are not 
to be described. Sometimes they 
knock off the head or lay bare the 
heart and the whole interior ana- 
tomy. But they do the most harm 
to a man when they just graze his 
head without breaking the skin at 
all. The damage done in this way 
called & contusion, and it 
a rule terrible and irreparable 
damage for the whole nervous sys- 
tem is upset in some mysterious 
way by the close passage of the 
gigantic missile. 

One officer assured me that the 
strong vibration of the molecules of 
the shell communicates itself in 
‘some inexplicable way to the mole- 
cules composing the brain with the 
result that the latter is temporarily 
or permanently injured. Why or- 
dinary bullets do not produce the 
same effect my friend did not at- 
‘tempt to explain; but perhaps the 
missile must be of considerable size 
in order to produce any effect. 


Examples of Contusion, 

I saw cases of contusiva .n th 
Russo-Japanese war, but the first 
I saw in this war was that of a 
private soldier, whom I found sit- 
ting in a house near the front at 
Sokoloff. The house evidently be- 
longed to some well-to-do Polish 
landowner, but it was now abandon- 
ed by its 
cand 
great Russian howitzers roared 
every few minutes in the garden 
outside, illuminating the interior of 
the house like a flash of lightning 
and shaking the furniture and the 
-piotures on the walls with the force 
sof the explosion. 

In the great hall » number of 
soldiers were dimly discernible by 
the light of = candle; and, owing 
to his attitude, one of these soldiers 
instantly attracted the attention of 
everyone who entered the room. Ho 
was a young peasant of enormous 
size and he sat as still as if he had 
been @ statue. But his whole pose 
was one of complete and tragic me- 
lancholly, combined with an entire 
unconsciousness of what was tak- 
ing place around him. He did not 
even rise to salute officers when 
‘they passed; and, far from resent- 
ing this neglect, the officers only 
gazed at the unfortunate man with 
Pity. His head hung forward; his 
‘eyes were fixed on the ground; and 
his hands were suspended listlesaly 

















at his sides. I never saw on a 
human face such an expression of 
unutterable and irremediable woe as 
this soldier’s face wore. 

I gave him a cigarette and tried 
to cheer him up, but a bright young 
soldier by his side explained that 
the unfortunate man was suffering 
from a contusion. His head 
had just been grazed by one of 
the great shells, with the result 
that he had had a complete nervous 
collapse, and become deaf and 
dumb. I am afraid that his mind 
was also touched, for, when I asked 
him by signs where he was wound- 
ed, he pointed to his legs, his side, 
his ears and his temples though, 
as a matter of fact, he was not 
wounded at all. As I gazed on this 
big, kindly peasant thus ruined, 
perhaps for life, a sudden loathing 
for war seized on me. What will 
this poor fellow’s wife and children 
say when he is restored to them in 
this awful condition t 

‘On the same day I met a number 
of other cases, all of them equally 
bad. In Warsaw and Petrograd 
there are special hospitals for such 
soldiers; and each of them contains 
over 800 patients.

ANNUAL MEETING. 

The fourth annual general meet- 
ing of shareholders in the Kamunt- 
ing (in Kedah) Rubber Plantation 
Co., Ld., was held on the 14th in- 
stant at the Palace Hotel, Mr, T. 
Eckhardt presiding. The other 
directors present were Messrs, E. 
8. Kadoorie, W. 8, Jackson, and 
E, W. Noel, together with Mr. H. 
P. Wilkinson (legal adviser). ‘The 
attendance 25,695. 
shares. 

The Chairman proposed that -be 
audited accounts and the directors’ 
report be accepted as presented. 

Mr. W. 8. Jackson seconded. 

The Chairman said: As you are 
all familiar with the details of the 
report and accounts which we have 
placed in your hands, I need say 
but little about them, but I take 
this opportunity to give a short 
general review of our business. 
‘This because I am told the position 
of the Company is not thoroughly 
appreciated by all our shareholders. 

The test of good and economical 
management is the cost of produc 
tion, From the report you will 
see that the cost of our rubber has 
been reduced to 1/%e4d. This figure 
includes absolutely everything, so 
that the difference between it and 
the average selling price ie our real 
profit. - When you bear in mind 
that we have during the year added 
‘some_18,500 trees to the 43,000 trees 
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represented 








topping last year, you will, I think, 
readily come to the conclusion that 
the cost of production is very satis. 
factory indeed. According to the 
last estate reports referring to the 
present year, we can promise a 
very substantial further reduction 
of this figure. The Manager es- 
timates the output for this year at 
about 138,0001b., ‘The management, 
I am glad to say, has not under- 
gone any change. We have renewed 
our contract with M Bchi 

& Co., at a monthly remuneration 
of Tis, 450, and have entered into 
a special contract with Mr. Poign- 











and to continue his duties as 
visiting superintendent of the 
estates at a remuneration of Tis, 
280 per month. 


These arrangements have been 
very carefully gone into by your 
Directors, The advisability of 
engaging the customary visiting 
agent for the two estates was also 
gone into, but if any doubt exist- 
ed in our minds it was dispelled by 
the emphatic opinion of Mr. Jack- 
son who had at tho time just re- 
turned from the south and with the 
impressions of his observations 
ie fresh in his mind, advised us 

that the Company’s affairs would 
fare much better if we continued 
Mr. Poignand’s services, he being 
aman known to us all and one who 
has the welfare of the Company at 
heart. 

In comparing tho bare figures it 
may appear that we are actually 
paying more for salaries than some 
‘other companies do. Of course we 
are not here to discuss other com- 
panies’ affairs, but as many of you 
are also shareholders in other com- 
panies, it is but natural that oom- 
parisons arise, When I make the 
assertion that we are working econo- 
mically I do not mean to say that 
we work cheaply, your Di-eotors 
have never striven for cheapness 
because cheap labour is generally the 
most expensive labour. 

I want you to understand also 
that good work need not necessarily 
show all its virtue in positive re- 
sults, in fact in 80 difficult a busi- 
ness as a rubber planting proposi- 
tion prevention of losses is one of 
the main problems. Whilst we can 
insure ordinary property and mer- 
chandise against all sorts of risks 
we cannot insure » rubber planta- 
tion in the ordinary way. that is 
effected only by placing reliable men 
in charge. We have been fortunate 
enough to get the reliable men, and 
we have made it worth their while 
to do their work well and to stick 
to us. 

This insurance, if I may con. 
tinue using the metaphor, has been 
most efficacious, We have had no 
miscount of trees when we took 
‘over the estate, we have practically 
Tost none by fire or pests, we have 
not made useless experiments with 
costly machinery, buildings etc., 
have not had labour troubles of any 
Find, we have not had to chénge 
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managers and break in new men, we 
hhave on the other hand carried 
‘out the original programme 9>f 
planting up the estates in the nor- 
mal manner, and in every way the 
estates are developing favourably. 

If you look at the management 
of our finances you know that al- 
though there are still unissued 
about 9,500 shares, we have not had 
to reconstruct, have not issued de- 
bentures, have not written off bad 
investments, but we have earned 
good interest on all of our invest- 
ments and when we came to sell, a 
nice little profit was added to our 
capital. We have not paid any 
dividends, but we have written 
down all the depreciable property 
to a nominal sum and even your 
real estate which really increase in 
value year by year has been writ- 
ten down by a substantial sum. 

Gentlemen, I think that my as- 
sertion that the management has 
been economical 1t not merely 
cheap is borne out by these facts. 
Regarding the sum of T's. 14,000 
written off our profit as shown in 
the report, I may say that we had 
quite a lively debate on the subject 
and finally the counsel of the ex- 
perienced financiers whom we havé 
on our Board prevailed, and it was 
decided to write off the whole of 
that sum, 

We have carried forward a sum 
of Tis. 10,780, which represents 
actual funds in hand after anticipat- 
ed proceeds of the sale of the rub- 
ber we had in stock have been 
realized. 

In regard to the Board of Direc- 
tors, the report in your hands i- 
forms you that Mr. W. 8, Jackson 
retires by rotation and being 
eligible T trust that he will be 
reelected to continue his ve valu- 
able services, Sino the report was 
issued Mr. ‘Churston has retired 
from the Board and Mr, E. W. 
Noel was invited to fill the v.cancy, 
and I shall later on ask you to con- 
firm that appointment. 

With regard to the Directors’ 
fees, we have as in the previous 
year placed Tis. 3,000 against this 
account, but as the Company has 
not yet arrived at a dividend pay- 
ing stage your Directors have de- 
cided to refund Tis. 600 of this 
sum. 

The Chairman concluded that 
that was all he wanted to say, but 
he was prepared to answer to the 
best of his ability any questions 
that might be asked, 

‘Mr. Gubbay said that he had some 
diffidence in making comments, be 
cause they dealt with the question 
of the directors’ fees, and he did 
not want anyone to think that his 
observations were intended to reflect 
on the directors or their work. 
‘They had, however, to consider that 
it was now four years since the 
Kamunting Rubber Company was 
inaugurated, and the shareholders 
had not received a single cent in 
dividends. Of course the directors 
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were not responsible for this. It 
was accounted for by the remark- 
able change which had come over 
the rubber situation and it was be- 
cause of this change that they 
should look round and economize. 
One way of effecting this economy 
would be for the directors to take 
a feo of Tls. 500 each per annum, 
‘The company in Shanghai could, he 
thought, be carried on by _ three 
directors instead of four and if they 
accepted Tls, 500 there would be 
an economy of Tls. 1,500. 

Mr. G, J. W, Morgan thoroughly 
endorsed what Mr. Gubbay had 
said with regard to the number of 
directors and their fees. He thought 
that Tls. 600 was too much, seeing 
that the sharcholders were not. get- 
ting any return for their money. 

Mr. Maguire said he was dia- 
metrically opposed to the remarks 
made, The company during — the 
last four years had been in a tran- 
sitory stage, when most arduous 
work had been done by the direc 
tors. They had put the company 
on a sound financial basis and it 
could now go into the markets of 
the world as a financial undertak- 
ing. The fees of the directors and 
the fees of the visiting agent and 
local managers should certainly be 
left as they were, and he thought it 
was most generous on the part of 
the directors to cut down their fees 
which they certainly deserved. 

Mr. Morgan said that if the work 
was so very arduous he would like 
to know how it was that some of 

















the directors could go away for 
four months out of twelve and then 
draw full fees, 

Mr. G, Nielsen said there was no 
reason why they should have a “regi- 
ment” of directors. He thought 
that three were quite sufficient. 

Mr. Kadoorie explained that 
when he went to America he intend- 
ed being away only a short time. 
‘The war broke out and he could 
not get a steamer from America for 
some weeks, He could hardly be 
expected to charter a steamer to 
bring him to Shanghai, 

After further discussion, the 
Chairman put the resolution to the 
meeting and it was carried unani- 
mously. At the same time the 
Chairman informed Mr. Gubbay 
that the question of the number of 
directors would come up at a later 
stage. 

The Chairman proposed the — se- 
cond resolution: that Mr. W. 8, 
Jackson be re-elected a director of 
the company, 

Mr. Jackson said the idea seemed 
to be to reduce the number of 
directors to three, and he withdrew 
his election and retired from the 
company. 

Mr. Maguire suggested that be- 
fore the meeting accepted Mr, Jack- 
son's withdrawal they should 
thoroughly discuss whether three 
directors only were needed. 

Mr. Wrightson seconded Mr. 
Jackson's re-election, and upon be- 
ing put to the meeting, the resolu- 
tion was carried.

I will, with your permission, take 
them as read, The statement of 
accounts clearly, I think, shows the 
Snancial position of the Company 
as at October 31 last, and requires, 
little or no explanation. 

The profit for the year 
970,089.90 and including the amount 
brought forward there is a sum of 
‘Tle, 379,343.12 available for alloca- 
tion. Last year the profit was Tis. 
552,278.93—a record in the Com- 
pany’s history—and although this 

we are unable to show so 
satisfactory a result, I think we 
have reason to congratulate our- 
selves on what has been achieved, 
having regard to the more or 
generally adverse conditions

trade which, owing to one cause or 


another, were prevalent during the 
period of the year's working. 

As been intimated in the Re- 
port, it is proposed, subject to 
your approval, to pay a dividend 
of Tis. 12 per share on the ordin- 
ary sharee, and I hope sharehold- 
ers will be satisfied with that re- 
turn, Last year a dividend of 
Tis. 15 was paid on the ordinary 
shares, but, as was indicated at the 
time, that year’s working result 
was regarded as extraordinary and 
it was considered that the main- 














tenance of profits at such a level] )o8,0" 


could in no way be relied upon. 

With regard to depreciation of 
our properties, it is propoeed to 
write Tis. 65.000 off plant and 
machinery and Tis, 18,000 off 
buildings, as against Tls. 60,000 
and Tls, 12,000 respectively last 
year, the increased provision being 
due to extensions which have been 
made during the period we are 
dealing with. 

At last year’s annual meeting I 
dwelt somewhat fully on the ques- 
tion of depreciation, and I reiter- 
ate what I then said, which wa: 
‘effect that no year should be allow 
ed to pass without adequate pro- 
vision in that respect and I trust 
you fully recognize the necessity 
for adherence to such policy. There 
are other small items of deprecia- 
tion it is recommended be written 
off, but these do not call for spe 
cial comment. 

Now we come to the proposed 
bonus to staff of Tis. 4,100, which 
doubtless will meet with your ap- 
proval, and I take this opportun- 

















ity of saying that the staff deserve 
all due praise for the satisfactory 
manner in which they have carried 
out their work, and in this connex- 
ion I would like to mention our 
mill superintendent—Mr. Kerfoot 
—who has untiringly and ungrudg- 
ingly laboured to further the inter- 
ests of the Company. 

Next, there is the amount of 
Tis. 75,000 which it is proposed to 
transfer to reserve account. If 
you approve of this transfer, the 
reserve account, which, you” will 
recollect, was inaugurated a year 
will then etand at Tls. 2 0,000, 
and with the Tls. 500,000 at-credit 
of equalization of dividends ac- 
count, our total reserves willl 
amount to seven lakhs, 

On the occasion of our last an- 
nual meeting I drew the particular 
attention of shareholders to the de- 
sirability of adding to our reserves 
whenever working results permit- 
ted, and I now wich to emphasize 
the point.

on, and that 
being so you will readily under- 
stand the larger our reserves the 
better position we will be in to 
meet such competition, 

During the working year our 
business has varied considerably 
as far as prices and demand are 
concerned, but on the whole the 
marketing of our goods has not 
been unsatisfactory. In this con- 
nexion it may interest you to know 
that one of our standard qualities 
of which in July last was 
selling at Tls. 100 per bale has now 
dropped to Tis, 81. It is true there 
has been a heavy fall in the price 
of cotton, but I may say that the 
margin of profit we are now mak- 
ing on our productions leaves much 

desi: 

During the year we bave worked 
full time and the off-take of China 
yarn has been surprisingly good. 
Indeed, consumption of China yarn 
has, a6 a whole, surpassed all re- 
cords. We have also experienced 
ap increasing demand for our cloths 
and your Consulting Committee 
are seriously considering the ad- 
visability of installing more looms. 

As regards China cotton, there 
has been a sufficient supply, but 
owing to its short staple, we have 
been obliged to import considerable 
quantities of American in order to 
meet our requirements. While 3n 
this subject I am pleased to bo 
able to say that steps have been 
taken by the Cotton Anti-Adultera- 
tion Association to start an experi- 
mental cotton farm and it is hop- 
ed that this may lead to an im- 
Provement in cotton cultivation 
methods in this country. The Co 
ton Anti-Adulteration Assciation 
deserves the thanks of all.tkoso-a- 
terested in the cotton: idustey.for 
their efforts and it is upfprtunate 
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that their decision to reduce the 
allowance for moisture was fru- 
strated by the cotton sellers, 
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Proposed by Mr. G. A. Richard- 
son, seconded by Mr. N. L. Sparke: 





to protect and further the interests 
of its members and it is to be hop- 
ed that beneficial results may be 
attained. 

During the summer months there 
was a shortage of labour and owing 
to the increasing number of spind- 
les and looms in this district your 
general managers view with much 
concern the poscibility of a scar- 
city of mill hands at, what may in, 
no very distant date. 

I do not know that it is necessary 
for me to further remark on last 
year's working, but may mention 
that all our buildings, plant and 
machinery have been kept in first 
class order. 

‘As to the future, it is very difi- 
cult to make any reliable forecast. 
Cotton is now cheaper than it has| 
been for many years, but on the 
other hand prices for all our pro- 
ducts are very low, and, as I have 
already indicated, our margins of 
profit are greatly diminiched. The 
unsatisfactory state of currency in 
China continues to adversely affect 
trade, and until such time as ce- 
form is introduced business gen- 
erally will, I am afraid, continue to 
suffer from that factor. 

I do not know when we may ex- 
pect to see a revision of the import 
tariff, and I can only express the 
hope that when it does come 
cotton mills in China may be 
afforded some measure of protec- 
tion.

ing in Shanghai. 

Hoving?some doubb .an to the 
weight per loaf delivered I suggest- 
ed to my wife that in place of en- 
tering daily the number of loayes 
received the weight should be en- 
tered in the baker’s book, to be 
totalled atthe end of the month and 
paid for in accordance with the ad 
vertised rate. 

This was objected to by the firm 
we deal with, one of the signa- 
tories to the advertisement, who 
stated that they could only deliver 
sixteen loaves fo the dollar. We 
then weighed cight loaves from bis 
basket and found they scaled 43 Ib. 
or say 9} Ib, for thy dollar—a dif- 
ference of nearly 25 per cent. 

I presume when they fixed the 
advertised rate they were satisfied 
with the profit it represented, and 
it savours somewhat of sharp prac- 
tice, especially in these hard times, 
to make such a heavy “rake off” 
in the weight. I would suggest 
other householders check the weight 
they reccive for their dollar.

‘The Governor of Kiangsu has sub- 
mitted by telegram three important 
points, to which he requests the 
Government to pay serious atten- 
tion, in connexion with the restora- 
tion of the transport of tribute rice 
to Peking. (1) This is not a bumper 
year in any district; once free 
‘transport of rice is permitted, even 
well-supplied communities will have 
to face enhanced price on rice, and 
& scarcity of food will make the 
people succumb the more easily to 
the temptations of the rebel party. 
(2) The constant movement of rice 
will cause great fluctuations in its 
price, to which the Government 
should fix a limit, (3) In the Com- 
mercial Treaty signed by Sheng 
Heuan-huai, export of rice for 
abroad sl be permissible in 
bumper years. Now that transport 
of tribute rice is allowed, foreign- 
ers will demand to be allowed to 
export rice. The Governor declares 
‘that he only wishes to draw the 
attention of the Government to

where. President Yusn himself 
wrote on the memorial: “May be 
approved,” and referred it to the 
Bureau of State Affairs in the 
Secretary of Btate’s Office for con- 
sideration and action. But on

Chang Hsun’s Birthday. 


General Obang Heun, High In- 
spector of the Yangtze provinces, 
celebrated sist birthday which 
fell on the Chinese 25th day of the 
llth moon, or December 11, at 
Heuchow. A number of celebrated 
actors of Peking went there to pay 
him their homage and congratula- 
tions. The carriages on the Tien- 
tsin-Pukow Railway were crowded 
for some days not a few officials 
being seen hurrying from the north 
to pay their respects to the famous 
general, who issued a large number 
of free tickets for first class pas- 
sengers on that railway. 


‘The Deepening of the Huangpu. 

Some time ago, the Prefect of 
Shanghai received an order from 
the Governor of Kiangsu and the 
Director of the Irrigation Office, in- 
structing him to collect a surtax, 
when be collected the land 
and rice taxes, in connexion 
with the deepening of the Woosung 
River and other waterways in the 
three prefectures of Soochow, Sung- 
kiang and Taitsang. The reason 
for levying this surtax on agricul- 
turists is obvious, as their fields 
will derive much benefit from @ 
good system of irrigation. 

Now, the local gentry and the 
village headmen have submitted 
their views to the effect that the 











people welcome this proposal be- 
cause they all under id the ulti- 
mate benefit they will enjoy with 
regard to their cultivated lands, 
but, as the question of sett’ement 
extension is at present sti'l pend- 
ing, and as a portion of the Woo- 
‘sung River would be included in the 
Proposed extension, they are of 
opinion that the two foremost ques- 
tions that should be threshed out 
are (1) Whether our sovereign pow- 
er can be preserved on that portion 
of the river in future? and (2) 
Will our work encounter any ob- 
struction? 

Then they also point out that the 
crop of this year was reduced by 
30 per cent. in comparison with 
that of the last year, having been 
damaged by drought in summer and 
gales in autumn; that the native 
trade ted on account of the 
European war, beside an all round 
depreciation in value to the extent 
of another 30 per cent; and that 
therefore they cannot bear this 
burden of surtax at present, but 
if absolutely necessary, they will 
Propose that the money deposited 
in the Bank of Kiangsu on account 
of the District Industrial College, 
may be used when due to stand 
for such a tax for this year. The 
Prefect is requested to forward 
these contentions to the high au- 
thorities, and the question of pay- 
ing this tax be deferred till after 
the harvest of next year when it 
can be reopened for discussion.

Robbers in Shanghai, 

In connexion with armed rob- 
beries in Shanghai the Con- 
sular Body has submitted the fol- 
lowing rules of procedure to the 
Diplomatic Body in Peking :— 

1. Persons having committed rob- 
beries within the Settlement shall 
be handed over to the Chinese 
authorities as soon as they have 
been captured and found guilty by 
the Mixed Court. 

2. Armed robbers in the Settle- 
ment shall be handed over to the 
Military Governor for execution 
according to martial law. 

3. The sentence of death shall be 
passed as soon as the prisoners 
handed over have confirmed the 
statementr, which they have made 
‘at the Mixed Court, before the 
Chinese authorities. 

4. The Police shall be rotified of 
any execution two days in advance. 

5. The Police will send detectives 
to witness and take a phorograph of 
the execution, which shall be hung 
up at the Police Station with a view 
to striking terror into the bosom 
‘of robbers.

Horrible Suffering in Shantung. 

According te a Tsinan telegram to 
the ‘“Obins Times,” thd people 
living within the #o-balled war zene, 
after enduring the passage of the 
Japanese “troops, were "systeniati- 
cally robbed and horribly: maltreat- 
ed by pirates. Inthe vicinity of 
Yentai, scarcelya village ‘escxped 
molestation “altogether. A deputy 
appointed by certain authérities to 
make careful investigations hay just 
reported that he laa verified ‘the 
following cases whith avtublly took 
place, 

Chao Wiehjen's ‘House in the 
Siyuan village was visited: by forty 
or fifty pirntes, dlad-in khaki umi- 
form and armed with rifiés, Oloth- 
ing and jewMery valied' at over 
$1,000 were tuken away ;-Chao Erk 
mei and several others of the family 
were tied ap and" enrritd off an 
hostag 

Wane, ‘Chien-nieh’s house at? ¥in- 
chuang was dtripped bare of its 
contents by fifty or sixty pirates 
also dressed in-khaki uniform. 

Chou Ju-yueh of Yuehhsia was 
seized, bound, .and takepaway by 
the pirates. He was afterwards 
ransomed dy the payment of ‘82,000 
in Russian notes. 

Mr. Cheng Fu, who lives in Hai- 
chengchuang, was stabbed ‘and 
wounded by pirates who Were ex- 
asperated at finding nothing valu- 
able in his house. They, however, 
forcibly kidnapped his son’ Cheng 
Shou-min, and his two grandsons, 





Cheng Yu-tou and and Cheng Yu: 
chang, and demanded very large 
ransoms from the old man. But 


Shou-min, the son, was soon brutal- 
ly killed by way of impressing upon 
the family the absolute necessity 
‘0 pay up.” The old man had: to 
raise money somehow, and eventu- 
ally he ransomed hie two grandsons 
by paying the pirates $12,000 in 
Russian notes, 

Over a bundred pirates pounced 
upon the quiet nook of a village 
called Liuting in the Changyih dis- 
trict and denuded every house in 
that smail village of its money, val- 
uables and women. 

‘The house of Chou Chi-ming, of 
Yangcheng was pillaged and picked 
very clean. Tho villains wanted also 
to take his sisterindaw Wang Chi 
for their chief. But the lady sue- 
in teasing and enraging the 
robbers to such an.extent that she 
was stabbed to death, thas saving 
herself from dishonour. 

Chang Hsi-pang, of the Yangloh 
villages, waa kidnapped by: pirates. 
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As he could not satisfy their demand | 
for money, his whole body was sub-! 
mitted to a slow process of burning i 
with red-hot iron. He was lying in 
& precarious condition, waiting for 
death to relieve him from his terri- 
ble suffering. 

Chang Meng-hsiung, a well- 
known wealthy man of Yangcheng, 
was asked by the pirates to present 
them with $50,000. Being unable to 
make up that amount, he was strip- 
ped naked and tied up to a tree. 
‘When Chang had become stiff with 
cold, hot water was poured upon 
his body. He was not released until 
he had produced all his gold, silver 
and jewellery. 

Many shops at Tsaoli, Machu and 
other places were robbed likewise, 
their losses ranging from several 
hundred to one or two thousand dol- 
lars each. The shops and people of 
Kuanyuan had fared no better. Even 
cargoes, if portable and valuable, 
had been taken away in some cases. 
There were other such cases, too 
numerous to mention in a telegram.

Enough opium for 
8 smoke can be obtained for 16 
cents. One afternoon recently nine- 
ty persons of the coolie class were 
seen to purchase the drug in one 
hour ands half at a single shop. 
What is likely to be the condition 
of the families of this class when 
the bread winner spends 16 cents 
for a smoke even if he is content 
with one smoke a day? 

‘We hope that the ratepayers will 
carefully weigh the question and 
if called upon to do 90 make it clear 
by their votes that they have the 
best interests of the community at 
henrt, and that they are on the 
side of the great Chinese nation, in 
the splendid fight she has made and 
is making against the ravages of 
opium.

The speaker quoted 
Mr. Bernard Shaw's observation 
that the writer who sims at pro- 
ducing the platitudes which “are 
not for an age but for all time” 
has his reward in being unreadable 
in all ages; whilst Plato and 
Aristophanes trying to knock some 
sense into the Athens of their day, 
Shakespeare peopling that same 
Athens with Elizabethan mechaniés 
and Warwickshire hunte, Ibsen 
photographing the local doctors and 
vestrymen of a Norwegian parish 
‘are till alive and at home soy- 
where amongst the dust and ashes 
of many thousands of scademic, 
punetilious, most archmologically 
correct men of letters and art, who 
spent their lives haughty avoiding 

journalists’ obseesion 
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with the ephemeral. “‘Let . others 
cultivate what they call literature: 
but journaliam for me," cries Mr. 
Shaw. : 
How to Read Newspapers. 

The place of journalism in 
literature having been thus justified, 
the speaker proceeded to consider 
how the newspaper or periodical 
should be approached by readers. 
‘The first thing one looks for in the 
daily paper, he observed, is news, 
information, the elementary facts 
that constitute the premises upon 
which our judgement of men and 
things is based. The news must 
not be taken as it stands. The man 
who formed the habit of reading 
the whole newspaper through wae 
worse than a glutton. It was neces- 
sary to select, and read with a 
critical attitude. One should have 
a dictionary and an at hand, 
and an encyclopaedia within easy 
reach. It was a common mistake 
to subscribe only to “the paper 
that thinks as we think.” The 
mental and moral effects were 
disastrous. 

~ If s Radical habitually read a 
Radical paper he became gradually 
incapable of political discernment, 
and the Tory who read only Tory 
papers was worse still, for he 
became irretrievably confirmed in 
extremely improper _principlés—so 
at least a Radical would tell him. 
Read the other Party's daily paper, 
but read your own Party’s weekly, 
and deliberately adopt a combative 
attitude, 














THE AMERICAN 
ELECTIONS. 


GAINS AND LOSSES OF 
RIVAL PARTIES. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
Washington, Nov. 14. 

There were many analogies be- 
tween actual and political warfare 
brought out in the elections last 
week, not the least striking among 
them being the claim to victory 
made by both sides. Members of 
the Osbinet and other Democratic 
leaders express the greatest satis- 
faction with the result, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury even going 60 
far as to describe it asa “glorious” 
victory, and the Postmaster Gener- 
al ag an “overwhelming” one. 
‘And yet the Democratic majority 
in the House of Representatives 
was reduced from 141 to 31, and 
some of the most notable victories 
of recent years were gained by the 
Republicans in New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio and other States. In 
New York Mr. O. 8. Whitman, the 
Republican candidate for Governor, 
wae elected by 8 majority of 
190,000; in Pennsylvania Senator 
Penrose triumphed over the com- 
bined opposition of Democrats and 





by about 200,000, and in Ohio, 
ways a keenly contested battlt- 
ground, the Republicans likewise 
gained signal victory. 

‘On the other hand, the Democrats 
certainly have substantial grounds 
for satisfaction in the fact that 
their majority in the Senate was 
increased from 10 to 16, and in the 
further fact, strange as it may 
sound, that they were not com- 
pletely overwhelmed. The latter 
seems & poor sort of satisfaction 
until the fact is brought out that 
in over forty years there has been 
only one election in an off year—a 
year when there is no president to 
be clected—when the newly clest- 
ed House of Representatives has 
not been adverse to the party in 
power, and but one since the Civil 
War when & revision of the tariff, 
either upward or downward, has 
not been followed by a defeat of 
the administration, mainly through 
the influence of the powerful in- 
tereste adversely affected by the 
changes made. Indeed, the recent 
Republican successes . are being 
hailed in protectionist circles as 
protectionist victories, and the 
triumphant return of Senator Pen- 
rose, ex-Speaker Cannon and other 
prominent members of the Repub- 
Tian old guard is pointed to as 
proof of a revival of protectionist 
sentiment. 


Tariffs and Unemployment. 

But while there are probably 
thousands of voters who are dis- 
appointed if not disgruntled that 
the reduction of the tariff has not 
yet had its promised effect on the 
cost of living, there are at least a 
quarter of a million who have been 
thrown out of work as the result, 
direct or indirect, of the persistent 
war Congress has been waging 
against Capital and of the econom- 
ies put into effect by the various 
railway companies on account of 
the irksome restrictions imposed 
upon them by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. Hundreds of 
trains have been discontinued and 
thousands upon thousands of em- 
ployes have been discharged by the 
Pennsylvania, Baltimore aad Ohio 
and other railway companies in the 
effort to keep down the cost of 
operation in the face of higher 
wages, higher cost of materials 
and increased expenses generally. 
‘The reconstruction of the banking 
and currency system of the country, 
and the delay in putting the new 
law into effect, have also had an 
unfavourable effect upon business. 
To crown all, the war in Europe 
has greatly curtailed the export 
trade and affected, to an extent 
entirely without precedent, the 
mechanism of exchange. For one 
of the largest cotton crops ever 
produced—a crop that should have 
been worth s thousand million dol- 
lars—there ie no market, and the 
financial problem confronting the

The election also marked the al 
most total extinction of the Pro 
gressive party, the great bulk of its 
recent adherents having returned 
to their former allegiance to the 
Republican party. Two years sgo 
the Progressive candidate for the 
Governorship of New York polled 
393,183 votes. Last week the Pro- 
gressive vote in that State was lew 
than 60,000, and in some States it 
fell so low that the Party lost its 
legal status as a separate political 
party. And be it noted that 
wherever Colonel Roosevelt snd 
his lieutenants worked the hardest 
for success, there the defest 
of the party candidates was the 
most complete.

THE BOMBARDMENT 
OF SCARBOROUGH. 


It is @ great many years since any 
port in the British Isles was shelled 
and had the bombardment, which 
has just taken place, occurred at 
the beginning of the war, it might, 
conceivably, have had a much more 
disturbing effect than it has had, or 
could possibly have, at this late 
date. That the inhabitants of 
Scarborough, Whitby and West 
Hartlepool were momentarily al- 
armed is at once clear and 
natural. We have, however, the 
definite statement that there was 
no panic, a statement every Briton 
in the East will the more 
readily believe because he himeelf 
feels not the smallest consternation. 
A German squadron, with fog to 
help it, has cut a dash and got away, 
A fine old town has been knocked 
about and a certain number of 
people have been killed and injured. 
‘That is the sum total of the German 
Squadron’s achievement. Anxiety, of 
couree, willbe felt by all who may 
have relatives or friends in any of. 
the three towns and the deepest sym- 
pathy will go out to them if, after 
what must necessarily be an anxious 
wait for news, they learn that they 
have lost someone dear to them. 
That, however, is the utmost 
emotional consequence of the bom- 
bardment which, considered from a 
naval or military standpoint, is of 
the smallest importance. In 
one respect it may prove dis 
tinotly helpful. It will destroy 
the idea, so prevalent amongst 
Britons who have never been 
abroad, that the Continent is a 
long way off, and 20 give a sti- 
mulus to recruiting. 


‘The “Queen of Watering Places.” 

Of the towns bombarded, Scar- 
borough is perhaps the most interes- 
ting. The “Queen of Watering 
Places” is only twenty-one miles 
from Whitby, and fifty-four miles 
from Hi The meaning of the 
name is “fortified rock.”” Backed oy 
Oliver’s Mount (500 ft. high) the 
town rises like an amphitheatre 
round a beautiful bay, protected on 
the north by Castle Ground, while 
behind is situated North Clift. Its 
history dates back to the very early 
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now a shattered Norman keep, 
dates from 1136, but it was rebuilt 
as a royal fortress by Henry II. St. 
Martin's Church, which was partly 
destroyed by the German shells, is 
a good Early English structure with 
windows by Morris, and dates from 
1862. 


The Last Bombardment. 

This is the second time in its 
history that Scarborough has been 
bombarded from the sea. The first 
time was in 1779, when Paul Jones, 
an American naval commander, 
fought a big battle off Flamborough 
Head, and it was during that time 
that Scarborough was shelled. 
Jones, who was styled by his 
countrymen ‘The Pirate”, was a 
native of Scotland, but he took up 
the cause of the American colonies, 
and in 1775, when Congress resolved 
to fit out a naval force, he offered 
his services, In April, 1778, he 
visited the British coast in a brig 
of eighteen guns, and performed 
some daring exploits. A year later, 
as commodore of a small French 
squadron, flying the stars and 
stripes, he threatened Leith, and it 
was on September 23 that the 
engagement took place off Flam- 
borough Head. It was a desperate 
engagement, in which Paul Jones 
captured two British men-of-war, 

‘The story goes that Jones’s ship 
was sinking, and o British vessel 
approached and asked him to sur- 
render. The reply received from 
the bold “pirate” was that he had 
not begun fighting, and the British 
ship, with the object of forcing a 
surrender, drew close in and put 
out grappling irons. Jones and his 
men then boarded the other vessel, 
and after overpowering the British 
sailors, secured them in the hold 
of their own vessel, and sailed away. 
In 1788, he entered the service of 
the Empress Catharine, and as 
rear-admii f the Black Sea fleet 
served creditably in the war against 
Turkey, He died in Paris in 1792.

of this total the native banks, in- 
cluding the Bank of China, Bank of 
Communications and the Commer- 
cial Bank of China, held between 
them Tls. 3,910,000 and $7,660,000. 

THE SHARE MARKET. 

The market remained quite 
steady during the week; but activ- 
ity was very limited owing to the 
absence of sellers. 

THE COTTON TRADE. 

The Agricultural Bureau's es- 
timate of this season’s Mid-Amer- 
ican crop is 16,966,000 bales. Aotiv- 
ity in this market continues to be 
restricted. The latest quotation 
for May delivery in New York is 
7.35 cents. 

The local cotton market is steady. 
There has been no appreciable 
change in prices during the week. 
Holders are still not willing to part 
at present prices, while local mills 
are not willing to buy cotton at 
high prices, as yarn prices are now 
ruling very low.

‘Through Reuter's Agency. 
Paris, Deo. 14. 

The communique issued this after- 
‘noon states that nothing of import- 
ance ocourred between the North 
Sea and the Oise. 

The enemy violently bombarded 
our trenches in the region of the 
Aisne and north-west of Soupir. We 
replied, throwing their tre:.ches im 
disorder. There has been no in- 
fantry attack on either side. Our 
artillery destroyed an important 
work on the outskirts of Ailles, 

We made slight progress in the 
Argonne, in Bois-la-Grurie, by 
means of mines. 

There have been no attacks by the 
enemy along the heights of the 
Meuse, and the violent cannonade 
by the enemy’s batteries seems 1o 
have moved farther north. 

Our troops in the Woevre, after 
carrying a line of trenches over a 
front of 500 metres in Mont Marie 
wood, repulsed two violent counter- 

tacks. 


Our progress in Alsace has 
brought our line as far as Hill 425, 
north of Steinbach, to the Bridge 
‘of Aspach and the Bridge of Rin- 
nighaffen, 1,500 metres to the east- 
ward of Eglingen.

A RUSSIAN OFFICIAL 
STATEMENT.

‘The Austrians are descending the 
northern slopes of the Carpathians 
in the district of the Dukla Passes.

‘The Germans officially report 
that the Russian foroes suffered 
enormous losses during their retreat 
from Lodz. The facts are that we 
evacuated Lodz at midnight on the 
bth and the Germans remained in 
front of our abandoned trenches 
for fifteen hours without daring to 
advance until they discovered that 
the trenches were empty, which 
occurred at three o'clock on the 
afternoon of the following day. 
‘They then entered the town. 

‘The attack on Lodz cost the Ger- 
mans tens of thousands of men. We 
lost not a single man while chang- 
ing our positions in the region of 
Lodz, which movement was only 
carried out when it was clear that 
the Germans had completely given 
up the attack, This change of the 
Russian position was not conneeted 
with the enemy’s attacks, 

On the Caucasian front on the 
llth an action was fought on a 
front formed by the villages of 
Pirusk, Esmer and Dutaka; the 
enemy were thrown back across 
the Euphrates with considerable 
losses. Our detachment captured 
1,400 head of cattle. Fighting is 
proceeding near the villages of 
Asurli and Bashkala.

Hongkong Supreme Court, before 
Mr. H. H. J. Gompertz, Puisne 
Judge (sitting in Prize), for some 
considerabls time. The Hanametal, 
after having previously been in 
command of Capt. Lennox, with 
one American and British officers, 
and Chinese crow, was detained 
at Tsingtao at the outbreak of the 
war, and subsequently, on the 
instructions of the Tsingtao author- 
ities, the captain and officers were 
replaced by Capt. H. J. T. Hannig 
and other German officers. The 
steamer sailed from Tsingtao for 
Chefoo on August 4, without cargo, 
and arrived at Chefoo on the fol- 
lowing day, eventually returning to 
Tsingtao on August 7, with only 
a few Chinese coolies on board. 
Leaving Tsingtao again on August 
9, she arrived in Shanghai on 
August 12, without either passengers 
or cl The Hanametal left 
Shanghai on August 20, bound for 
Tsingtao, without cargo, and was 
stopped by H.M.8. Clio on coming 
out of the Yangtze. being 
boarded by officers from the Clio, 
she was allowed to proceed on her 
voyage, but on the evening of 
August 21 was again stopped—on 
this occasion by H. M. 8. Triumph, 
which was accompanied by the 
yacht Mekong. After being taken 
to Weihaiwei by her captors, she 
was afterwards convoyed to Hong- 
kong, a8 a prize of war, by the 
Duc de Montpensier’s yacht Mc- 
kong.

The shelling of Scarborough be- 
gan at eight o'clock this morning.

J. H. Hemptor, one of the great- 
est sprinters the world hes seen, 
met his death recently as 
the result of an accident when 
he was knocked down by a 
motor-car in New Plymouth, N. Z. 
Hempton won the New Zealand 100 
yards championship in 1889-90 at 
Dunedin in 9 3-5sec., but the time 
was not passed as a record, as

Two years later 
he won in 9 45sec. on @ perfectly 
level course, and the record still 
stands for Australasia. He also 
won several other championships 
of New Zealand. In 1892 he was

land for the championships.

GERMANS ON BRITISH

and firemen. The owners of the

Tanish nationality. As soon as the 
lieutenant from the Karlsruhe with 
an armed boat’s crew boarded the 
steamer the Germans promptly 
declared their true nationality, and 
took part in the looting and sinking 
of the British steamer upon which 
they had found employment. After 
this they joined the German mer- 
chant vessels which are being used 
as scouts by the enemy.

AN OPEN PORT THROUGHOUT 
THE WINTER. 

















The trial trip of the Meiling, a 
powerful twin-screw ice-breaker 
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built by the Kiangnan Dock and 
Engineering Co. to the order of the 
Haibo Conservancy Commission for 
use at Tientem and Taku Bar, was 
conductsd on Tuesday, the speed 
trials taking place on measured 
marks on the Seven Mile reach. 
‘The order for the vessel was placed 
early in June this year and the Dock 
company has accomplished a credi. 
table performance in completing it 
in six and a half months. The 
Meiling displaces about 550 tons, 
and has about 900 indicated h. p. 
She is built to Lloyd’s highest 
class. In her trials she attained » 
speed of just under twelve knots. 

‘The Haiho Consevancy has now 
four ice-breakers all of which have 
been built by the Kiangnan Dock 
company. The Meiling is the 
seventh ice-breaker constructed by 
the company during the last two 
years. The dimensions of the new 
vessel 180 ft. over all, 30 ft. 
beam, and 8 ft. mean draft. The 
Meiling is to proceed to Tientsin 
tomorrow. It is the intention of 
the Conservancy to keep the port 
of Tientsin open to navigation this 
winter.

REFORM OF THE LAND 
TAX. 


PREPARATIONS IN PEKING. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
Peking, Dec. 12. 

Financial stress is compelling the 
Government to pay some attention 
to its sources of revenue, and there 
is a little hope that some radical 
reform will eventually be mad» in 
connexion with the collection of the 
Land Tax. The Government 
timates that this tax will yield 
some $65,000,000 next year, and not 
only is there talk of an increase in 
the tax but a wholesale re-survey .8 
threatened. Peking is in fact now 
being over-run with men with 
painted poles, and chains, and theo- 
dolites. 

‘By way of getting down ¢  busi- 
ness a Presidential Mandate p- 
pears to-day ordering  remeasure- 
ment of all land in this district, to 
be followed by similar proceture in 
the provinces, the work to be done 
first in those places where the 
Ygreatest muddle obtains. The Man- 
date leads off with a classical quo- 
tation alleging that “good admin- 
istration begins with the correct 
measurement of land,” a discovery, 
if convincing, which explains a lot 
of things, especially as tardiness 
has been exhibited the organiz- 
ation of the Republic in getting the 
surveyors to work in China. 


ARMED ROBBERIES IN 
SHANGHAI. 


SUCCESS OF PREVENTIVE 
MEASURES. 

Ths epidemic of armed robber- 
ies in the International and French 
Settlements appears to have sub- 
sided, for no cases have been re- 
ported for two or three days. ‘This 
improvement is undoubtedly due to 
the activity of the police, who, 
since the very beginning have 
exerted strenuous energies towards 
the “rounding up” of the robbers. 
‘The success of the French authorit- 
ies in arresting nearly fifty men, 
the majority of whom have been 
identified as those who took part 
in one or other of the recent armed 
robberies, has had a salutary effect 
upon ths remainder, 

‘There appears to be a strong 
opinion among certain members of 























the community that more of the | Lol 


police here might be armed and 
detailed for night patrol. We 
understand, however, that the 
police have taken strong measures, 
and that armed patrols ar: sent 
out every night. In the central 
district alone there are no fewer 
than forty or fifty Sikh police on 
duty, armed with carbines, while 
ten or a dosen European members 
of the force, armed with revolvers, 
also do duty. Twenty-four Ohines> 
constables, who go on duty in com- 
panies of three, have been provided 











with sabres. The other districts 
are patrolled in a similarly adequate 
manner. 


THE NEUMANN MURDER. 


ALL THE ACCUSED FOUND 
GUILTY. 


The Neumann murder case came 
to a conclusion on the 11th instant, 
in the Mixed Court, when all the 
men charged were found guilty, 
‘Tho case was before Dr. Schirmer

appeared for the police, 

Tsou Sian-di, the mafoo, was 
questioned, and he said he knew 
nothing about the murder at all.

“Before concluding 
the case”, said Dr. Schirmer, “I 
wish to express to the Police of the 
International Settlement the special 
thanks of the German Consulate for 
the very great assistance the Police 
have rendered in conducting this 
case, and especially to you, Mr.

HOW TO MAKE THEM. 

A correspondent writes:—I_ en- 
close directions for making Bala- 
clava caps which I think many would 
be glad to knit. 

Required:—Two bone knitting 
needles, No. 10., five skeins of single 
Berlin wool, and one skein of a dif- 
ferent colour single Berlin wool. 
Bay 65 skein wool is brown, and one 
skein wool is green, then with the 
brown wool cast on 90 stitches, and 
knit in ribbed knitting, 3 purl and 
3 plain for 12 rows. Then knit 
two rows with green, then 2 with 
brown, then 6 with green, @ brown, 
@ green, then 2% brown, 

Next row of brown knit 72 
stitches, still in ribs of 3, then turn 
and knit 54. You have 18 stitches 
left unknitted at the end of each 
needle. You can either slip them 
‘on to two spare needles or leave 
them where they are, they will 
not be wanted again at present. 
While you go on knitting the head- 
piece which continues straight on 
in ribs of three with 54 stitches 
until 36 rows are knitted. 

For head, turn and rib 51, 
and knit 48, turn and knit 45, 
and knit 42, turn and knit 39, 
and knit 36, turn and knit 33, turn 
and knit 30, turn and knit 27, turn 
and knit 2%, turn and knit 21, turn 
and knit 18, turn and kn't to the 
end of the needle, and pick up 18 
stitches down the side of the head- 
piece, knitting each stitch as you 
pick it up, turn and knit to end of 
needle and pick up 18 stitches down 
the opposite side of the headpi 
You should now have 90 stitches on 
the needles, turn and knit 87, tum 
and knit 84, turn and knit 81, turn 
and knit 78, turn 
7, turn and knit 72, turn 
snd knit 69, turn and knit 66, turn 
and 63, turn and knit 60, turn 
and knit 57, turn and knit 54, 
turn and knit all along, and knit 
the 18 ntitches off the spare needle, 
turn and knit the row and the other 
18 stitches. You have now 196 
stitches on the needle. Knit seven 
rows 3 plain 3 purl with brown, 2 
with green, two with brown, two 
with green, 2 with brown, 2 with 
green, 7 with brown, and cast off 
Yoonely. Sew sides together, then 
join under the chin.

At that time 
the title deed was not in the name 
of M. Chenet, but in the name of 
Messrs, Davies and Brooke, in the 
American Consulate. In Septem-' 
ber of this year M. Chenet had the 
title deed transferred into his own 
name. 

After the desth of the plaintiff's 
husband M. Ohenet pressed for 
payment of the debt, and proceed- 
‘ings were taken and went so far as 
the French Mixed Court. A family 
friend named Woo, however, came 
to the rescue, and advanced to the 
plaintiff? the sum of 89,400, with 
which he paid off the French gentle- 
man and paid certain fees, getting 
back the title deed. The under- 
standing with Woo wae that this 
loan should be » temporary one, 
and that he would be st liberty to 
raise money elsewhere on the 
security of the land. The next 
step was that Woo set about trying 
to raise money on the security of 
the land, and he requested the aid 
of s man named Chu, who was 
given the title deed which really 
belonged to the plaintiff, together 
with a deed of trust signed by 
M. Chenet in the name of the 
plaintiff. 

There was also a document in 
French termed an act of sale. The’ 
documents were handed to Chu for 
the purpose of getting s loan upon 
them. Woo, in addition, handed 
over  fangtan-for property of his 
own and in the courss of time he 
became acquainted with Jonah, the 
defendant. It was arranged that 
the defendant would advance a sum 
of $4,000 on the security of the 
title deed and the fangtan. On 
October 16 Chu was told that the 
money was not really coming out of 
the pocket of the defendant, but 
out of the pocket of » man named 
Fung.

Mr. J. B. Davie appeared for the 
plaintiff, and Mr. 8. H. McKean 
represented the defendant. 

The plainti petition, which 
was originally presented by Mr. 
Young, stated that the plaintiff w: 
a Chinese, carrying on business in 
Shanghai banker. The de- 
fendant was a citizen of the United 
Btates, and carried on business in 
Shanghai, and was a member of the 
Shanghai Stock Exchange. By a 
contract in writing, dated February 
11, 1914, the defendant agreed to 
purchase for the plaintiff fifty shares 
in the Maatschappij in Langkat cum 
dividend, interests and all, from 
date, at the rate of Tls. 35, the 
shares to be delivered on March 
Settlement day, ie, March 31. 
On and since March 31, the d 
fendant failed to deliver the share: 
and plaintiff had demanded pay- 
ment of Tis. 1,191.25, made up as 
follows:—Fifty Langkat shares, at 
‘Tis. 59 per share, Tle. 2.950: le: 
fifty shares at Tis. 25 per share 
Tis. 1,750, brokerage, } per cent. 
on Tis. 1,750; Tis 875, leaving a 
balance due of Tis. 1,191.35. 

In his defence, the defendant 
stated that on or about February 
11, he did, in the presence of, and 
at the request of the plaintiff pur- 























chase, as broker, from Hung Chuan- 
tien, fifty Langkat shares at the 
rate of Tis. 35. The terms of the 
contract, as between the plaintiff 
and Hung were reduced to writing 
in two brokers’ notes, that is to 
say, bought and sold notes respect- 
ing delivery by the defendant to 
the parties concerned. The de- 
fendant denied that he was, or at 
‘any time had been, liable to deliver 
shares as claimed by the plaintiff 
under the contract, and said it wa: 
well known to the plaintiff that 
Hung failed and neglected to carry 
out the terms of the contract, and 
has absconded from Shanghai. The 
defendant also said that he made 
the contract as a broker in accord- 
ance with the rules of the Shanghai 
Stock Exchange, and that the con- 
tract was in the form provided for 
by the rules. 
‘The case was adjourned.
